DOCK WORKERS REFUSE 
TO UNLOAD U. S. SHIPS 


Vessels Carry War Muni- 
tions for the Poles—It Is 
Said the Pittsburg Is 
Sent to Protect Ameri- 
can Lives. 


Washington, August 28.—Secre- 
tary Daniels announced today that 
he had ordéred the armored cruiser 
Pittsburg to proceed from Reval 
to Danzig for the protection of 
Americans at that port. The order 
was sent to Vice Admiral Huse on 
the Pittsburg last night following 
a conferefce between Secretaries 
Dantels and Colby. 

The despatching of the American 
armored cruiser Pittsburg to Dan- 
gig was taken solely with a view 
to the protection of American lives, 
property and rights, officials said. 
They pointed out that this govern- 
ment had no intention of becoming 
involved in any military operation 
at Danzig and was not fearful that 
any serious situation would arise 
to crmll for the use of allied force 
there. 

London, August 28.—Dock work- 
ers at Danzig have refused to un- 
load war munitions from the Amer- 
ican steamets New Rochelle and 
Susquehanna and troops are obliged 
to discharge the cargoes, according 
fo a Lioyd’s dispatch from Ham- 
burg. ' 

Forty-two hundred Polish immi- 
rants, who arrived aboard the two 
ships, were permitted to enter Po-

This government 
is satisfied, it was said, with Po- 
land’s general denial of imperial- 
istic alms and the general state-

POVERNOR ASKED 


T0 RESIGN OFFIC 


Tennessee Anti-Suf- 
fragists Hold Great Mass 
Meeting and Attack Rob- 
erts—Allege Governor 
Has Split Democrats. 


Murfreesboro, Tenn., August 28.— 
Citizens of Rutherford county in a 
mass meeting here today in protest 
against ratification of the woman 
suffrage amendment adopted reso- 
lutions which, after expressing the 
belief that the suffrage issue had 
permanently divided the democratic 
Party in Tennessee under the pres- 
ent party leaders, called upon Gov- 
ernor Roberts to resign. ‘Sister 
counties of the state were urged 
to take similar steps and to select 
delegates to a state convention to 
be held in Nashville September 15 
to name a democratic candidate for 
governor. Governor Roberts was 
nominated for re-election in the 
State primaries August 5. 

The resolutions condemned the 
gOvernor and by implication Sena- 
tor K. D. McKellar, Representative 
Edwin L. Davis, of the Fifth con- 
gressiona] district, and Andrew L, 
Todd, of Murfreesboro, speaker of 
the state senate, because of their 
activities in behalf of ratification 
and concluded: 

“As to our United States senator 
and congressman, we will take such 
action as deemed advisable,at the 
proper time and in the proper way.” 

Speakers who addressed the more 
than 2,000 persons present included 
Seth Walker, speaker of the lower 
house of the legislature and leader 
of the anti-ratification forces; Miss 
Charlotte Rowe, of Néw York; Judge 
True, of Robertson county, and Per- 
cy Sharpe, of Nashville, one of the 
members of the lowef house who 
bolted and went to Decdtur, Ala., 
last week in order to break a quo- 
rum. 

Senator Tddd and others attempt- 
ed to speak after adoption of the 
resolutions, but the crowd would 
not permit them to do so. They 
later addressed a meeting of sev- 
eral Hundred citizens in the circuit 
courtroom of the courthouse, Mr. 
Toad devoting his remarks to an

The resolutions also condemned 
Senator Kenneth D. McKellar for 
his activities in behalf of the suf- 
frage amendment and demanded 
that he resign from the United 
States senate.

Smith Declared a Poor 
Third in North Georgia.

Carrollton, Ga., August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—After patiently waiting for 
two hours, a tremendous throng of 
Carroll county courthouse, un- 
ing welcome to Governor Hugh Dor- 
sey here at 5 o’clock this afternoon 
when he arrived from his two 
previous speeches of the aay in 
Cedartown and Buchanan. The 
Carroll county court house, un- 
usually large and commodious, was 
packed to more than capacity, with 
a huge runover in the halls and 
yard. 

Two miles out of the eity the 
governor’s. party was met Dy an es- 
cort of Carrollton citizens tn auto- 
mobiles. The procession followed 
the governor’s car into tne town 
and through its crowded streets to 
the place of the speaking, where 
the courthouse and yard were 
jammed with those who nad begun 
their patient vigil at 3 o’clock, the 
hour set for the speech. The late- 
ness of the train which nad car- 
ried the governor to Cedartown for 
his morning engagement, tne rough 
condition of the rain-washed roads 
and an accident to the car in which 
the governor left Buchanan, all con- 
tributed to the long delay. 

After the enthusiastic meeting in 
Buchanan, Governor Dorsey left for 
Carrollton in the car of Judge 
James Beall, of the Carroliton city 
court. The uncertainty of the 
roadbed and the haste wnich the 
party was making to cut cown the 
delay were jointly responsiple for 
the car of Judge Beall running into 
a ditch about three miles from 
Carrollton, throwing the governor 
against a bank, but resulting in 
injury to none of the machine’s oc- 
cupants. Judge Beall, hte daugh- 
ter, and Dr. O. W. Roberts, of Car- 
roliton, were the others In tne ma- 
chine, , 

Cordial Reception. 


The cordial and enthustastic re- 
ceptions accorded the governor 
point ¢o the fact that he will be 
an easy victor in the sefatorial 
race in the counties of Haralson 
and Carroll, both touted as Watson 
strongholds The governor's sal- 
lies against “the red-headea states- 
man of McDuffie” brought round 
after round of applause, exceeded 
in fervor only by the handclaps and 
calls of approbation that rocked 
the court rooms at both Buchanan 
and Carrollton when Governor Dor- 
sey reviewed the record of Senator 
Hoke Smith, pointing out rts dis- 
crepancies and faults and qaecrying 
the senator's all inclusive ctatms of 
omniscience and omnipotence.

BAILEY IS LOSING 
IN TEXAS CONTEST 


Pat Neff Has a Long 
Lead Over the Former 

“Senator in Run-off Pri- 
mary for Governor. 


Dallas, Texas, August 28.—Pat M. 
Neff, of Waco, led Joseph Weldon 
Bailey, of Gainesville, former 
United States senator for Texas, by 
56,170 votes in the contest for the 
gubernatorial nomination in today’s 
democratic run-off primary, accord- 
ing to a compilation of 286,234 votes 
from 156 counties, announced at 11 
o'clock by the Texas election bu- 
reau. 

On the face of these partial, in- 
complete returns the Dallas Morn- 
ing News announced Mr. Neff’s 
nomination by “a large majority.” 

The Texas election bureau esti- 
mated that the vote in today’s pri- 
mary would fall several thousand 
short@of that in the July primary, 
when Mr. Bailey led Neff by 2,522 
votes, and would be between 425,- 
000 and 475,000 votes. 

Bad weather over most of Texas 
and the lack of local contests were 
regarded as chief reasons for fall- 
ing off in the vote. The threaten- 
ing weather also held down the 
women’s voting. 

In the contest for the nomination 
for lieutenant governor, Lynch Da- 
vidson, _ of Houston, had _ 82,191 
votes and W. A. Johnson, incum- 
bent, had 71,665 votes, according to 
the bureau’s returns. 

For the nomination for associate 
justice for the supreme court, the 
only other state contest on the 
ticket, William Pierson, of Green- 
ville, had 87,427 votes and William 
E. Hawkins, incumbent, 67,339. 

The campaign, resumed immedi- 
ately after Bailey and Neff became 
eligible to conte@ in the run off 
primary by leading the field of four 
in the July primary, developed into 
one of the most spectacular and 
bitter Texas ever witnessed. 

Mr. Bailey sponsored the “open 
shop” method of dealing with the 
labor problem, while Mr. Neff, as- 
suming an attitude on the question 
which he declared wag one of “ab- 
solute fairness” to both the “open” 
and the “closed shop,” received the 
scattered indorsement of labor or- 
ganizations and leaders.

POLISH CRISIS SHOWS

Marion, Ohio, August 28.—Turning 
away from the Versailles league of 
nations as a failure and a wreck 
“beyond the possibility of recon- 
struction,” Senator Harding broke 
ground today for a new internation- 
al peace structure he hopes to erect 
about the principle of a world court 
of justice. 

As foundation timbers he pro- 
posed to use the better features of 
present Hague tribunal and of the 
covenant of the “failed league” and 
he promised that from the day of 
his election he would give to the 
task his best effort in counsel with 
the ablest statesmen of the world. 
Detailed specifications he said he 
could not yet supply in the chang- 
ing atmosphere of world conditions 
and opinions. 

The republican nominee’s deliver- 
ance was made in a front porch 
speech voicing in direct r-4 -+af- 
tive words his conception of a for- 
eign policy for the nation. Hig 
greatest ambition and the corner-

Text of Harding's Speech. 

The text of the speech follows in 
part: 

“Let us supposs the senate had 
ratified the peace treaty containing 
the league covenant as submitted to 
it by the president in July of last 
year. 

“Before this day we would have 
upon to fulfill the ob- 
ligations which we had assumed un- 
Articie 10, of the league cove- 
nant to preserve the territorial in- 
tegrity of Poland ‘as against ex- 
ternal aggression.’ ’ 

“The council of the league of na- 
tions would have reasoned, ané@ 
reasoned correctly, that the United 
States could furnish the manitions 
and. ## necessary, the men to with- 
stand the hordes advancing from 
Russia far more easily than could 
the exhaused nations of Europe. 
What would of necessity have to 
result? Nothing necessarily. we 
are glibly informed, since only the 
congress can declare war. and the 
congress might reject the appeal 
of the executive. But would the 
congress do that? could the con- 
gress. dothat without staining in- 


“The American peoplé would nev- 


er permit a repudiation of a debt 
of honor. No congress would ever 
dare make this nation appear as & 
welcher, as it would appear and 
would be in such an event before 
the eyes of the world. 

“For myself i.yield to no man 
in willingness, aye in eagerness, to 
render the greatest conceivable as- 
sistance to the stricken peoples of 
Europe. I1 include all of them and 
apens with a genuinely sympathetic 

eart. 

“It was with that feeling of sym- 
pathy and desire to serve, that 
most reluctantly and with «grave 
misgivings. as announced at the 
time. I voted to accept the league 
covenant with reservations designed 
to preserve our essential liberty of 
action. The record is made and 
under the same conditions, confront- 
ed by the same alternative, I shouid 
vote now as I voted then. 


League Called Impotent. 


“But the conditions have changed. 
Experience has brought enlighten- 
ment. We know now that the 
league constituted at Versailles is 
utterly impotent as a preventive of 
wars. It is 80 obviously impotent 
that it has not even been tried. It 
could not survive a single test. The 
original league, mistakenly conceiv- | 
ed and unreasonably insisted upon, 
has undoubtedly passed beyond the 
possibility of restoration. 

“Now, it May appear to you that 
I have been speaking chiefly in the 
negative. I make the admission. 
What is more, I might continue to 
do so almost indefinitely without 
disadvantage to our cause. So many 
things have been done by the pres- 
ent expiring administration that no 
power on earth could indtfce me to 
do, that I cannot even attempt to 
recount them. I may remark cas- 
ually. however, that if I should be. 
as I fully expect to be, elected pres- 
ident of this just and honorable re- 
public, I will not empower an as- 
sistant secretary of the navy to 
draft a constitution for helpless 
neighbors in the West Indies and 
jam it down their throats at the 
noint of bayonets borne bv United 
States marines. Nor will I misuse 
the nower of the executive to cover 
with a veil of secrecy repeated acts 
of unwarranted interference in do- 
mestic affairs of the little republics 
of the western hemisphere. 

“On the other hand. I will not or 
shal) not, as you prefer. submit to 
any wrong against any American 
citizen, with respect to either his 
life or his property by any geovern- 
ment. This statement is made in all 
solemnity, with enmity for none and 
friendship for all. If it particularly 
applies to Mexico, the application 
has been directed bv the robberv 
and murder of hundreds of our own 


people in that unhappy country. 


Line of Demarcation, 

“The line of demarcation between 
our attitude and that of our politicai 
vpponentsS is periectly plain. ‘Tae 
vicsident has made his position clea: 
by his acts no less than by his 
words. He still holds article ten 
io be the heart of the covenant. , So 
does the democratic platform. So 
does the democratic 'nomineée. To as- 
sume that the-nominee would accept 
the reservations rejected by the 
president and denounced by the par- 
_ 4 platform is to impugn his integ- 
rity. 

“For myself I do not question for 
a moment the truth of what the 
democratic nominee says on this 
subject. He has flatly said he. is 
‘in favor of going in’ on the basis 
announced by the president. I] am 
not. That is the whole difference 
between us, but it is a most vital 
one, because it involves the dispar- 
ity between a,world court of justice 
suppleménted by a world association 
for conference on the one hand, 
and the council of the league on 
the other. 

“This country is already a mem- 
ber of The Hague tribunal, which, 
unlike the league of Versailles, is 
still functioning, and within a few 
weeks will resume its committee 
sessions under the chairmanship of 
an American representative. 

“In that body we have the frame- 
work of a really effective instru- 
mentality of enduring peace. 

“It is not uncommon for the ad- 
vocates of the league of Versailles 
to contrast unfavorably The Hegue 
tribunal upon the ground that the 
tribunal ‘lacks teeth.’ 
then, let’s put teeth into it. 
the failed league of Versailles there 
can be found machinerv which the 
tribunal can use properly and ad- 
vantageously, by all means let it 
be appropriated. 


Cut Out All the Bad. 


“T would go even farther, I 
would take and combine al! that is 
good and excise all that !s bad 
from both organizations. 

“I believe Numanity would wel- 
come the creation of an interna- 
tional association for conference 
and a world court whose verdicts 
npon justifiable questions, this 
country in common with all na- 
t‘ons would be both willing and 
able to uphold, 

“The democratic ‘fiominee has 

spoken about America abandoning 
her associates in war and desert- 
ing the allied nations in establish- 
ing the league of Versailles. I do 
not think it longer necessary to 
challenge that statement or pass 
further opinion upon the nnfortun- 
ate league. It has already been 
abandoned by Europe, which had 
sore so far as to accept it by for- 
mal agreement in treaty. 
_ “Listen to the wise and far-see- 
ing, former British ambassador, 
who was not permitted to present 
his credentials to our executive. ‘As 
long,’ said ony Grey, hardly 
a month ago, ‘as long as the rich- 
est, most powerful, the greatest, 
both for population and territory. { 
of the civilized countries of the 
world, stands outside the league.

its destiny,’ 

“Undoubtedly that is the fact. I 
ask: Is there any good reason why 
we should not avail ourselves of 
this privilege? I do not mean in 
any arrogant, or domineering, or 


patronizing, or selfish way, put sim-

ply as a matter of fairness and 
right to our own people. 
“Viscount Grey continues: “The 
Americans should be entrustea with 
the task of drafting a reconstruc- 
tion scheme.’ Then he suggests 
further that ‘a»committee of the 
senate could draw up suggestions 
for the reconstruction ofr the 
league.’ 


Call Real Conference. 


“Frankly, I valpe that sugges- 
tion very highly... It ¢omprenhends 
substantially what I would propose 
to do if elected president. 1 do 
not mean precisely that. It would 
be clearly unwise .to unaertake 
specifictsuggestions or to attempt 
to pass upon suggestions now. 
What is in my mind is the wisdom 
of calling into real conference the 
ablest and most experienced minds 
of the country from whatever walks 
of life they may be dertvea and 
without ragard to party affiliation, 
to formulate a Wefinite. practical 
plan along the lines alreacy in#- 
cated for the consideraMon of the 
controlling foreign powers. 

“The objection, that this course 
would involve the reconventnge of 
the entire convention may be re- 
garded as a very slight.one. The 
acceptance of ouyg, proposals by the 
few principal nations would = un- 
doubtedly be followed prompttyv by 
the acceptance -on the parr of the 
minor members of the alliance. 

“T have no expectation whatever 
of findine it necessary or acvisable 
to negotiate a separate peace with 
Germany. In view of the simple 
fact that the allied powers with 
whom we were associated tn the 
war have already formally conclud.- 
ed their neace., 
peace resolution bv conraeess would 
merely give formal recognition to 
an obvious fact. 

“During six years of my service 
in Weashineton T have co-onerated 
quite insistently with my cotfeagues 
in maintainine the prerogatives of 
the senate as defined by the con- 
stitution.

‘RINGING APPEAL 

MADE AT CEDARTOWN. 
Cedartown, Ga., August 28.—(Spe- 

cial.)—Presented to a packed and 

jammed court room ina ringing and 


enthusiastic appeai for the perpet- 
uation of sincere democracy deliver- 
ed by Major Homer Watkins, win- 
ner of the distinguished service 
cross and other decorations for 
valiant service with the eighty-sec- 
ond division in France, Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey was fervently re- 
ceived and acclaaimed today by Ce- 
dartown voters. 

The governor was met at the train 
by a large delegation and proceeded 
immediately to the courthouse, 
where there awaited a throng that 
filled every seat in the house and 
overflowed out into the halls and 
into adjoining anterooms. Prominent 
among those who greeted Georgias 
chief executive at the station and 
accompanied him to the platform 
was Major J. A. Blance, 82 years 
of age, one of the oldest members 
of the eGorgia bar. and a hero of 
the sixties, who gave an arm to 
the cause of the confederacy. 

Vigorous accord with the gover- 
nor’s tenets seemed the paramount 
idea of the several hundred citi- 
zens of Polk county who heard him, 
and several times during the course 
of his address shouts of apprecia- 
tion and encouragement were in- 
terspersed into the frequent ap- 
plause. 


Dorsey’s Triumph. 


The attitude of the audience 
seemed to be practical proof that 
the long-standing anti-Hoke Smith 
tendency of the county would re- 
sult in Governor Dorsey’s triumph 
in the present campaign, with 
Thomas Watson running second. 
The consensus of opinion does not 
seriously consider Senator Smith’s 
chances for re-election, but holds 
consistently to the belief that Dor- 
sey will lead with a good advantage 
over the Watson yote which has 
been polled in the past. 

The audinece was particularly 
demonagtrative during the gover- 
nor’s expose of Senator Smith’s 
record, and upon the speaker’s in- 
dication of the fact that “all other 
members of the poison squad that 
been removed” a storm or applause 
was precipitated by the cry of a 
voice in the room, “Yes, and we are 
going to vote Hoke out, too.” Out- 
bursting applause also resulted at 
the governor’s solemn declaration 
that Watson was “an erratic genius, 
unsound and absolutely unsafe.”

Smith’s Claims, 


With reference to the claims of 
Senator Smith’s organ, The Atlanta 
Journal, giving the senator credit 
for all manner of ings, as if “he 
was the only man o hd ever seen 
the elephnt or herd the owl.’”’ Gov- 
eror Dorsey attacked his claims of 
locating in Atlanta the Regional 
Federl Reserve bank. “The Fed- 
eral Reserve bank was inevitably 
located in Atlanta,” said the gov- 
ernor, “on account of the city’s 
superb location in the southeast. 
It wouldn’t surprise me one bit to 
see The Journal claim soon that 
Hoke Smith is responsible for Wil- 
liam Tecumseh Sherman in the 
‘sixties lorating his base of ‘sup- 
plies in Atlanta, for the same logi- 
cal reason applies in both instances 
to the city’s favorability of loca- 
tion.”’ 

The candidate’s exposition of the 
league of nations was exceedingly

The same 
approximate payment as required 
of the counties on otRer equipment, 
such as fence posts,,harness, pumps 
and corrugated stegl. 

“About 25 or 20 ices and practi- 
cally all of the Ford cars have been 
retained by the Wwighway department 
for their own euse in construction 
and maintenance of the state svya- 
tem of roads. Nearly all the heavy 
construction # equipment § ajso 
been retain@gd by the state highway 
departmenw 

“The comnties are making good use 
of the tricks assigned to them for 
hauling/cement, gravel, rock, lum- 
ber and other material on road con- 
structfon, and the use of the trucks 
assigned to the state of Georgia has 
aromMsed cormsiderable interest and 
given great impetus to the’ highway 
movement in many of the smelier 
gounties of the state. A great’ ma- 
“jority of counties would have suf- 
fered materially if it were not for 
the .trucks which haye. been. turned 
over to them. 

“The general result to the state of 
Georgia from the assignment of sur- 
plus war material geems to be that

Under the caption, “We Need True 
Meg in Trying Times,” The Cochran 
Journal reviews the senatorial sit- 
uation in Georgia in a comprehen- 
sive, graphic and strikingly true and 
earnest manner, It is worthy the 
careful perusal of every voter in 
Georgia. Read it: 

(From The Cochran Journal.) 


If you have a man in your em- 
ploy representing your interests who 
has plenty of ability, but who is not 
loyal to you, would it be wise to 
keep him in your service? If the 
democratic party has a man in its 
ranks who, has plenty of gbility, but 
uses that ability in trying to tear 
down the splendid achievements of 
the party, why should the demo- 
crats want that man to represent 
their interests?

stone was left unturned to dis- 
eoyer a possible mistnke or to trans- 
form a virtue into a fault and to 
discredit the great administration 
that had wrought such wonderful 
achievements.

Henrv Cabot 
Lodge, the south hater and author 
of the infamous force bill. was put 
in the lead.

Al- 
most the entire sesSion of congress 
was consumed in wrangling over 
the neace treaty and learue of na- 
tions bv the foes of democracv.

Federal Farm Loan. 


Under the head of finance, much 
of the minor importance has been 
accomplished, but the great service 
réndered the agricutural interests of 
the country under this head is the 
federal farm loan act, entire credit 
for which is given to the Southern 
Commercial congress by the con- 
gress of the United States. 

Under the sub-division of distri- 
bution Dr. Owens directed an ex- 
haustive survey of the trinity of 
transportation—railways, highways 
and waterways. Incident to this 
work he wrote an amendment to the 
postoffice appropriation bill of 1915 
making provision for a fund to carry 
experiments in the postoffice depart- 
ment in shipping produce. from 
farm to consumer direct. A nigegard- 
Iv ten thousand dollars was appro- 
priated, but it was sufficient to 
demonstrate a saving of more than 
43 per cent to the consumer by the 
direct method of purchase and de- 
livery by post. Within the year this 
class of parcels post had grown to 
such volume as to require practically 
*he entire time of the office of the 
fourth assistant postmaster general. 

Going steadfily forward with the 
distribution problem, Dr. Owens ini- 
tiated the movement to allot war 
materials to the states for use in 
highway work. and wrote sertion 7 
of the postoffice annronriation ‘11! 
of 1919 under which the distribu- 
tton is being made and under which 
Georgia has profited to the extent 
of more than two million dollars. 
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world was on fire? Who helped to 
drive a dagger deep down into the 
heart of our alm@St martyred presi- 
dent, at a time when he gave all of 
his strength and all of his great 
talents to make this world a better 
place to live in?

Movement Record of At- 
lanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic Shows Average 
Per Day of 44.6 Miles for 


July. 


The freight car situation is rap- 
idly improving, as is shown by the 
car movement record of the Atlan- 
ta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
way for July. This asttement, just 
issued, shows that during July 


| freight cars on the whole system 


made an average of 44.6 miles per 
day as against 24.9 miles per day 
average in 1919. This means that 
every car on the system moved 44.6 
miles, which is a tremendous im- 
provement over the average of rail- 
roads generally, average movement 


'of freight cars being about 20 miles 
‘ner day under favorable conditions. 


Officials of the Atlanta, Birming- 
am and Atlantic are generally 
elated at the showing and state 
that the whole system fs enthusi- 
astic with every man doing his 
level best, and that 50 miles per day 
has been set as the record hoped 
for in August. 

When it is taken into considera- 
tion that in arriving at this gen- 
éral average the actual number of 
days of the month, including Sun- 
days and holidays, as well, and ev- 
ery car, is taken into account—that 
is, cars in bad order or in shops 
and cars that are on private siding 
being unloaded or loaded—the actu- 
al movement of cars strictly in 
transit attains a much higher mile- 
age than the figures given. 

Under government operation in 
1918 the average daily movement 
per day was 24.6 miles and in 1919 
23.1 miles. The greatest average 
movement attained in any year was 
in 1916, when it was 26.9, so the 


Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
officials and men, from car knock- 
ers to the president, are generally 
pleased at the record of 44.6 miles 
per car per day for July. 

Another interesting feature is the 
operation shippers are giving in 
loading cars to maximum. The av- 
erage standard of loading is 30 tons 
per car. The highest ever attain- 
ed was in 1919, when the loading 
was 29.1 tons. An addition of one 
ton per car over the United States 
would increase the movement of 
freight equivalent to 75,000 cars add- 
ed to the available supply. The 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
made an average for June of 33.9 
tons per’car, as against their 1919 
average of 26.6, showing that the 
shippers are co-operating with the 
railroad in using equipment to ca- 
pacity. 


CITIZENS OF BUFORD 
SUBMIT AFFIDAVITS 


Protest Against Slurs Cast 
at Witnesses of Wat- 
son Arrest. 


Buford, Ga. August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The citizens of Buford have 
sent to all the daily and weekly 
papers in Georgia a statement, sup- 
ported by affidavits, giving their 
version of what occurred when 
Thomas E. Watson was arrested 
here ten days ago. 

Accompanying the statement was 
@ memorandum asking the newspa- 
pers to publish the statement to yin- 
dicate the good name of Buford. 

A report is being circulated 
throughout the state that reflects 
on the good people of this town, 
and they ask that justice be done 
them and that they be set right. 

The town marshal, who made the 
arrest, was a strong supporter of 
Mr. Watson. He hated to lock up 
the man for whom he intended to 
vote, but there was no other course 
for him to pursue. 

Fcliowing are the statements: 

“This is to certify that Thomas F 
Watson, candidate for the Unitea 
States senate, was not arrasted in 
his room at the Merchants’ hotel, 
Buford, Ga., on the night of August 
18, as was stated in your daily pa- 
pers, but he was arrested in the 
hallway, where he had remainec 
after’ using profane and insulting 
language that was uncalled for, in 
the presence of, and directed to, 
Miss Wiley, proprietress of said ho- 
tel, and after repeated remonstra- 
tions from citizens urging him to go 
to his room.

The exposure is made, it is 
shown, as the result of Hardwick's 
oft-repeated defense of his opposi- 
tion to the draft, and the legion 
cvumes out flatfootedly with the 
Statement that, judged by his ac~ 
tions during the Spanish-American 
Hardwick’s “own experience 
should have told you that the vol- 
unteer system could not produce 
even officers, much less men.” 

~ “If there was one thing more 

than another,” the committee 

wrote, “which should have 
shown you the utter folly and 

Stupidity of relying upon the 

volunteer system, it was your 

own conduct during the Span- 
ish-American war. You then 
wanted to be one of those ‘de- 
spised officers’ yourself, and 
you pulled the political wires 
and Governor Atkinson induced 
the colonel of the 3d Georgia’ 
regiment to offer to make you 

a second lieutenant, provided 

you would raise and bring to 

the regiment forty volunteers. 

“You went off and came back 
with about eight men, but they 
told you to go down to the 
camp at Griffin any way.

Trammell Scott, chairman of the 
committee, issued a statement Sat- 
uprday calling on all patriotic Geor- 
gians to join the legion in {ts fight 
on aWtson and Hardwick, and 
stressing the importance of a united 
front against “these men, whose 
records during the world war will 
not bear the scrutiny of those men 
who were loyal to the cause for 
which the members of the American 
Legion fought.” 

“This committee, in behalf of the 
Georgia department of the American 
Legion, calls on all patriotic Geor- 
gians,” Mr. Scott said, “to join it in 
repudiating the war _ records of 
Watson and Hardwick—the men 
who left no stone unturned fo throw 
Obstacles in the way of the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war, and 
who, therefore, are not to be relied 
upon in time of peace and the work 
of reconstruction. 

Insult te Citizenry. 

“We contend that no renegrade 
democrat has a right to seek high 
office at the hands of the people of 
Georgia, and that the candidacies 
of both Watson and Hardwick are 
an insult to its citizenry and an 
affront to the men who fave their 
lives in the war. We intend to fight 
to the last ditch these men whose 
records a the war will not 
bear the scrutiny of those who were 
loyal to the cause for which the 
members of the American Legion 
fought. This is not only our fight, 
but the fight of every Georgian who 
believes that rnghtis the master of 
a prong and who js loval to the prin- 
ciples for which many of us fought 
and hundreds of us gave our lives.” 

Mr. Scott stated that since the 
State convention, headquarters has 
been in receipt of communications 
from former service men seeking 
posts in their locality, that they 
might join actively in the campaign 
against Watson and Hardwick. ni 
this connection, it also was stated 
that many former service men are 
applying for membership in Atlanta 
Since the campaign begun. The 
nuntber of applicants compares fa- 
vorably with that during the inten- 
Sive legion membership drive last 
May, Mr. Scott said. 

Open Letter to Hardwick. 

Charging that Hardwick opposed 
the draft measure and subsequent 
legislation for carrying on the war 
because he feared that he would 
lose out in politics, and declaring 
that in entering with Tom Watson 
in his fight on_ the Legion, he was 
as guilty as Watson, and adding 
that the only difference between 
him and Watson was that Watson 
was open in hi®enmity, while Hard- 
wick was underhanded, the follow- 
ing open letter to Tom Hardwick 
sent to him by the anti-Watson- 
Hardwick committee, explained the 
reasons why the Legion is opposing, 
his candidacy for the governorship 
of the state of Georgia: 

“An Open Letter to T. W. Hardwick;, 

“You have issued what you term 
a ‘denial’ of the charges of thte 
Georgia division, American Legion, 
against you, but your statement 
turns out to be an admission of the 
truth of each and every one of them. 
Uf course, you could nut deny them. 
They are based on the official rec- 
ords of congress. What you have 
done is to make a feeble attempt 
to explain. Our first charge that 
you wilfully obstructed and opposed 


Practically every important legisla-'* 


tive measure introduced during the 
war for the purpose of prosecuting 
it successfully has be®n overwhelm- 
ingly sustained by your own admis- 
sions. 

“You say that you are proud of 
your obstructive votes. But you did 
not act as if you were proud of 
them. Up.to the time that the 
American Legion took a hand and 
jerked you out from under the cov- 
ers, you were carrying on your 
Campaign without one word of ref- 
erence to your war record. On that 
subject you had never. chirped. 
There was a good deal of wind 
about free speech, etc. but as to 
the fact that you had opposed prac- 
tically every essential war measure, 
you had been completely and dis- 
creetly silent. Our opinion is that 
you are not proud of your war rec- 
ord, and that if the American Le- 
gion had not forced you to do so, 
you would never have mentioned it. 

Freedom of Speech. 

“And, while we are on the sub- 
ject of free speech, permit us to 
say that the best possible proof 
of the freedom ..of speech in this 
country is the fact that you your- 
self are runnnig around here loose 
today. You are the same individ- 
ual who, in July, 1917, after ob- 
structing the passage of the draft 
act in congress, came down here to 
Georgia and told the people that, 
in your opinion, at least one mil- 
lion Americans would be killed in 
the war. If the war had been con- 
ducted by men like you, verily, 
there would have’ been one million 
Amercans killed, and more likely 
two millions amd, instead of end- 
ing swiftly in a glorious triumph 
for Americans arms, with only six- 
ty thousand Americans killed, the 
war, in all human probability, would 
still be going on with the Ger- 
mans victorious in Europe and this 
country fighting desperately to 
keer them off of us. From the 
heart of every American who loves 
his country and of every Georgian 
who loves his state, there should 
arise a prayer of thanksgiving to 
Almighty God that, in the hour 
of its dire peril, the nation was led 
by brave, far-seeing statesmen, and 
not by little trembling politicians 
like you. You opposed the draft, 
but your opposition was not only 
to the draft, but to the whole plan 
that America should, without hesi- 
tation, throw its whole mighty 
strength into the struggle. To your 
little politician heart, such a 
ete ty was appalling. You were 
terribly frightened. You did not 
believe that the people of the coun- 
try were patriotic enough to stand 
for the draft and you feared that if 
you voted for it, you would be 
hurled out of office and ruined. 

“You had enough sense and more 
than enough to Know that the vol- 
unteer system of raising armies 
was impracticable. You knew that 
at the time the draft was passed, 
volunteer enlistments were coming 
in at the rate of hardly one thou- 
sand a day and that to raise the re- 
quired army of four mi''-- men 
would, at that rate, have taken over 
ter years. The draft was the very 
foundation stone of our success. If 
this nation had been so weak and 
cowardly as to follow vour volun- 
teer plan, we would have fed our 
mer ‘~‘*> the western front in lit- 
tle driblets. where they would have 
been ground tnto powder. without 
one atom’'s. weight of effect. As it 
was. In the space of six months, 
we had raised, equinnred and trans- 
ported three thousand miles, an 
erm. of two million men, the sheer 
weight of which utterly annihilated 
the German lines. 


Cenacientious Conviction. 


“You say that you opposed the 
draft on conscientious ,onvictions 
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and that if it was a mistake, it 
should not be held against you. 
That would be true if your con- 
scientious convictions had not been 
active so regularly. continually and 
systematically. There was no war 
measure that yuur conscientious 
convictions permitted you to support 
except the money measures and if 
your ideas had been adopted, the 
government would have gone into 
the war without men, without rifles 
to arm them, without. ammunition 
for the rifles, without food for their 
bodies, clothes for their backs or 
shoes for their feet and with its 
only weapons, a huge pile of cash, 
including your own salary as sena- 
tor for which you voted, and a 
statute -providing war risk insur- 
ance. 

“If there Was One thing more than 
another which should have ghown 
you the utter folly and stupidity 
of relying upon tine volunteer sys- 
tem, it was your own conduct dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war. You 
then wanted to be one of ‘those 
despised officers’ yourself, and you 
pulled the political wires and Gov- 
ernor Atkinson induced the colone! 
of the Third Georgia regiment to 
offer to make you a second lieuten- 
ant provided you would raise and 
bring to the ne gyn forty volun- 
teers. You went orr and came back 
with about eight meg, but they tola 
vou to go down t the camp at 
Griffin anyway. There you hung 
around two or three days, without 
being mustered in, taking the oath 
or even getting a aniform. Finally 
at the end of the third day, you 
went to the colonel of the regiment 
and told him that after carefully 
thinking over the matter, you had 
decided you were not fitted for mili- 
tary work and asked to be excused. 
You were thereupon promptly ex- 
cused and your military career came 
to a sudden stop. ‘This is what you 
knew from your own experience of 
the volunteer systém and yet you 
proposed that this  saatron should 
risk its very life by relying upon 
it to raise an army of four million 
men. Your own experience should 
have told you that the volunteer 
system could not produce even of- 
ficers, much less men. 

Attack Was Provoked. 

“You say the attack of the Ameri- 
can Legion upon you was unpro- 
voked. That is not true. When you 
went into partnership with Watson 
and then failed to repudiate his 
monstrous lies against the Ameri- 
ean soldier, and tried to secure a 
political benefit from atl this for 
yourself, you became morally as 
guilty as he, and the only differ- 
enee between you was that he was 
open in his enmity and you wére 
underhanded. 

“The American Legion of Georgia 
is fighting you— 

“(1) Because, two years before the 
war, when the government, antici- 
pating their need, tried to purchase 
from private German citizens 640,- 
000 tons of shipping at a cost of 
about $150 a ton, you helped to pre- 
vent it, and forced it into perilous 
delay when the war did come, and 
to pay over $1,000 per ton. You 
know that you are misleading the 
people of Georgia when vou state 
the government afterwards confis- 
cated these privately-owned ships 
and got them for nothing, because 
you know very well that, even in 
war, the government could not con- 
fiscate private property. 

Second Reason. 

“(2) Because a year or so before 
the war you fought the establish- 
ment of a plant to manufacture 
nitrates, necessary in the manufac- 
ture of gun powder and dynamite. 
You opposed it because it was pro- 
posed that the surplus nitrate 
should he sold to the farmers of 
the country at cost. You said that 
the farmers were like a bunch of 
mocking birds with their mouths 
always open hollering for more. 
You came back the next day and had 
these remarks cut out from the rec- 
ord. but such were the facts. 

“(3) You fought the draft. You 
came down to Georgia and under- 
took to tell the people, all distressed 
and anxious as they were, that at 
least a million Americans would be 
killed. Could the Germans, them- 
selves, have devised a deadlier blow 
at the morale of the people? 

“(4) You fought the food and fuel 
bills. You did not want the food 
of the country fairly and equally 
conserved. You did not want to 
inaure that the railroads, the trans- 
ports and the munitions factories 
should get coal. You were willing 
to leave all this to the hap-hazards 
of chance. 

(5) You opposed the railroad con- 
trol bill, although. under private 
management, you knew that they 
had virtually broken down under 
the congestion of troops and sup- 
plies and copld no longer operate. 

“(6) You Opnosed the war finance 
corporation, the need for which In 
winnines the war was not less ur- 
gent than for rifles and artillery. 

Espionage Bill. 

“(7) You opposed the espionage 
bill. You tried to fix it so that 
treasonable papers-like, The Jeffer- 
sonian could not be excluded from 
the mails until the pnostoffice de- 
partment had first gone into court 
and after months and years of liti- 
gation had proven them to be trea- 
sonable. By reason of your stand 
on this bill and on the draft you 
share the responsibility for the fact 
that thousands of poor, ignorant 
Georgia boys were misled into re- 
sisting the draft and getting into 
serious trouble; that there are now 
over 8,000 Georgia deserters for 
which warrants are to be issued 
and over 500 Georgia boys doing 
time in the United States military 
vrison at Leavenworth, Kan. 

“(8) You opposed the bill for cre- 
ating an aviation corps in the army. 
{f you had had your way the 20,000 
trained aviators whom America put 
on the western front and who help- 
ed to cover th® American name 
with glory would not have been 
there. 

“But, that is enough of your war 
record. The American Legion be- 
lieves you to be unfit to be gov- 
ernor of Georgia. You are the last 
man in public life for such a posi- 
tion. Your record in congress Is 
barren. You were always. making 
constitutional objections that were 
never sustained. You were always 
opposing measures of the greatest 
necessity and the greatest prac- 
tical good. You were always talk- 
ing. without saying anything. 

“It is unfortunate you did not ac- 
cept our challenge to meet you in 
Joint debate. You did not care to 
waste time on a ‘lot of boys.’ But 
these boys are unusually mature 
for their years. They have been 
educated and matured in the school 
of war. They understand vou thor- 
oughly. They know how irrespon- 
sible you are, how unfi£ to be 
trusted with power and authority. 
They believe ,that your election 
would put the state tn an evil light 
before the whole country and do it 
an immeasurable injury. 

“For these reasons, and in strict 
compliance with the principles of 
its constitution, the American Le- 
gian appeals to the people of Geor- 
gia to defeat you.

“Occasionally a transfer may be 

undesirable,. for reasons un- 
known to the office, th it is ad- 
visable to have it changed. If so, 
please. note the following: 

“Dering the first week of school, 
principals are allowed to make such 
exchanges of pupils as, in the judg- 
ment of both principals involved, 
seem advisable and desirable. A 
parent whois not ‘satisfied with 
the transfer made at the office, is 
requested to be kind endugh to wait 
until the opening of school. Then 
carry the child to the school trans- 
ferred to, register the co~-laint 
with the princépal and then noo 
the principal of the school to whic 
a transfer is desired. In many cases. 
satisfactory adjustnrents may ° be 
made in this manner. Complaints 
should not be made,at the office of 
the superintendent until after the 
Close of the first week of school. 
A trip to the office before the close 
of the first week of schoo! will be 
of no avail, since the office has done 
what seems best for all concerned.

13-Q. Is Hoke Smith responsible 
for the parcel post, as he claims? 

A-13. No! On February 16, 1914, 
after Hoke Smith had flooded the

In all 
other cases reports should be made 
to United States district attorneys, 
who are able to direct investiga- 
tions to determine whether the in- 
creases are justified.

A shipbuilder 
to direct the construction policy, 
a lawyer to deal with the board’s 
legal problems, a railroad man to 
insure close connection between rail 
and water transportation and a na- 
val officer for the relationship be- 
tween the commercial and fighting 
fleets would seem logical appoint- 
ments, it was added. 

Requirements of the act that the 
appointments be geographically dis- 
tributed are thought to be delaying 
the naming of the board. Two of 
the sevén commissioners comprising 
the new board are to come from the 
Atlantic coast, two from the Pa- 
cifie coast, one from a Gulf state, 
one from the interior and one from 
the Great Lakes section.

He Says It Is Absolute 


Help to Peace—Cool- 
idge Scores Wilson For- 
eign Policy. 


Boston, August 28.—The league 
of nation8S was condemned by Sen- 
ator Lodge in an addresg at a mass 
meeting of the republican league of 
mass at Braves Field today. “The 
league, which has got all members 
in it but one,” he said, “has béen an 
absolute and total failure. It hasn't 
accomplished anything.” 

“It may be impossible to ratify 
with reservations,” Senator Lodge 
added, “it may be undesir:*’e to do 
so, it may be necessary to enlarge 
and strengthen the reservations, or 
it may be best to put aside this 
ill-drawn, ill-conceived league and 
to take up under the auspices of 


the United States a new agreement, 
association or league composed of 


all the nations of the earth under 
the leadership of the United States. 
That’s a solution whieh commends 
itself, I believe, to Senator Har- 
ding.” 

The foreign policy of the admin- 
istration was denounced by Gover- 
nor Coolidge, the republican can- 


didate for vice president, in an ad- 
dress devoted almost entirely to a 
discussion of foreign affairs. 

“The policy of the present admin- 
istration, which their candidate is 
bound to continue,” he said, “can 
only result in a continuation of the 
discredit of the nations abroad.” 

Double Game Alleged. 

The democrats at the San Fran- 
cisco convention meant to indorse 
the administration in the platform 
and repudiate it in the nominee, but 
by a strange turn of fate failed in 
the accomplishment of their pur- 
pose and with that failure went 
whatever chance there was of dem- 
ocratic success, Governor Coolidge 
asserted. 

He said it was recognized at San 
Francisco that the country haa 
been brought by the management 
of its foreign affairs into contempt 
everywhere, and that the peopie 
were tired of the situation. * + that 
subsequent statements of the presi- 
dent and Governor Cox, and Secre- 
tary Roosevelt’s declaration that 
“their splendid accord and _ their 
high purpose are an inspiration,”’ 
left no doubt in the public mind 
that they were in complete agree- 
ment on the league of nations is- 
sue. 

Governor Coolidge said that 
while the issues of the present 
campaign have not yet been fully 
developed, the conclusion appears 
unmistakable that the country “is 
not only weary of but completely 
exhausted by and disgusted with 
all doctrinaires and all visionaires.”

Eu- 
rope, I think, is pretty well sick 
of it and would be glad to be rid 
of it. They don’t feel about our 
president and they did. I doubt 
whether it will ever be possible to 
make the battered hulk of Mr. Wil- 
son’s league seaworthy. 

He explained that the European, 
Situation was “changing every day” 
and that because of this realization 
he had taken “the ground at Chi- 
cago that the senate deserved the 
approval of the republican partv. but 
above all things we should not bind 
our presidential candidate to any 
pledge of what he should do with 
the league question seven months 
hence.” 

Senator Lodge denied that the 
hopes of the world’s peace were 
exclusively in the covenant of the 
leazue of nations. 

“It is almost a sacrilege,” he said, 
“to suggest that within the four 
eorners of this document the hopes 
of the world’s good are tied up in 
a document prepared by General 
Smuts and Lord Robert Cecil, with 
one article put in it by President 
Wilson which we have from him is 
the heart of the covenant.” 


Article Ten Denounced. 


The league as brought back by 
Mr. Wilson is nothing but a politi- 
cal alliance, ‘he added, “all full of 
“8 amon and very little peace 
in it.” 

He was severe in his denunctfa- 
tion of Article Ten, which, he said, 
differed from every other article in 
the covenant in that it constituted 
“an individual obligation.” 

“At this moment,” he continued, 
“one of the most gallant and brave 
people in the world is being in- 
vaded by Russia in an attempt to 
bring her back and partition her as 
she was partitioned in the days of 
the autocracy. The sympathy of 
every American jis with the Poles. 

“But if we were a member of the 
league, under Article Ten, if Poland 
summoned us, we'd have to go. No 
action of the league would be nec- 
essary.” 

Senator Lodge explained that 
when he spoke of Mr. Wilson and 
his attitude toward the league he 
was speaking also of Mr. Cox. Gov- 
ernor Cox, he said, favored “going 
in.” He had suggested two reser- 
vations to the covenant, “but they 
Were not worth the paper on which 
they were printed.” 

The senator praised Senator Har- 
ding and Governor Coolidge, the 
republican candidates. 

“When Senator Harding is presi- 
dent,” he said, “he will not try 
to run this government by himself 
and for himself. Neither is he seek- 
ing to win by personal abuse, deal- 
ing with some obscure charge 
about contributions. He is dealing 
with the great public questiong of 
the day.”

Her book is called “Shuttered 
Doors,” and her heroine began life 
as Aletta Hulse and ended it as 
Viscountess Gaythorpe, after one of 
the most perfectly-lived lives imag- 
inable. As some one Said, there are 
some novels which one can admire 
an dothers that one can enjoy, and 
though there is every reason to 
admire “Shuttered Doors?) most peo- 
Pile will be too much occupi in 
enjoying it to have time for mere 
admiration. 

Being. so to speak. in the business 
of buying books, takes a good 
deal to excite one, and not since 
“The Buffoon” has a perfectly un- 
known author been such a delight- 
ful surprise. This excellent opinion 
was reinforced by three ladies for 
whose verdict on a novel anv one 
should have respect and confirmed 
by an extremely adverse criticism 
in The Times book review. This 
so-called reviewer not only raised 
our Aletta three steps in the peer- 
age, and made her grandmother to 
her own aunt, which are slight er- 
rors merely showing that he had 
not read the book: he failed to per- 
ceive every point in the novel and 
wrote @ criticism that might have 
applied to Archibald Marshall or 
Mrs. Ward or any such skimmer of 
surfaces. ; 

The clever Aletta wae the descénd- 
ant of a family called Duller, who 
had «lived countless generations in 
a wonderful old stone house called 
Duller Place. and had lived more 
countless gzenerations in a house of 
clav and wattles, for the Pullers 
were a new thing in the English 
novel—real. Britons. This doés. not 
mean iust vatriotic God-save-the- 
king Englishmen. but old Stone- 
henge and mistletoe Britons, and 
if Alettn’s indomitable Aunt Ann 
was a fair samnle it is no marvel 
that the Roman legions shonld have 
found it expedient to retire from 
so uneconauerahble a race leavine 
nothing but roads and walls behind 
them. 

Calm View. 

From these Britons and her Dutch 
blood, Aletta may be supnosed to 
have received the capacity for look- 
ing at life calmly yet clearly and, 
though, like the old Frenchman at 
80, who hegan to see life as it 
was, she always saw it as it was, 
she did not feel that it was time 
for. her to die. Instead. when the 
voung man to whom she was at- 
tached. found her family as unde- 
sirable as proud. Mr. Darcy feund 
prejudiced Elizabeth Bennett’s, she 
found a most successful use for 
the enormous fortune left to her bv 
the very same shabby old Dutch 
uncle who so discouraged the ambi- 
tious swain. This wse was a mar- 
riage with a verv nice scion of one 
of those families “whose declining 
fortunes.” as his grandmother said, 
“are one of their country’s most 
valuable possessions.” 

“Tt is not stated that James Pi- 
card and Aletta Hulse were in a 
sacred twitter about’ each other 
when they were wedded. but a 
more happy and ee maitggge } mar- 
riage has never been chronicled. 
Aletta was a gallant person with 
the kind of gallantrv which Mr. 
Cabell describes in “Beyond Life.” 
“In fine, the gallant person is a 
well-balanced sceptic. who compre- 
hends that he knows very little 
and probably amounts to somewhat 
less, but has the grace to keep his 
temper. 

This as a creed of conduct, af 
course. {is ancient: you will find it 
illustrated certainlv as far back as 
the disreputable Turver legends of 
Poictesme, if indeed was not 
explicitly voiced even earlier bv

friends, Robert Townsend and Ru-

Brilliant Book. 

As Aletta Hulse, as Mrs. Picard, 
as Lady Gaythorpe and as the 
dowager, Lady Gaythorpe, she did 
see life. as it was and she made 
her arrangements according to what 
she saw. She saw her children 
with the same detachment and she 
was even abie to find it amusing 
when her daughter-in-law, whe 
reigned in her stead, dyed her 
priceless drawing room curtains a 
mild blue. when her daughter Mmar- 
ried an elderly and evangelical bish- 
op and when she herself read a 
paper on “The Home,” at a wom- 
an’s meeting. 

This delicately brilliant book in-

But her Pollie 
“borne up from within” in that 
strange manner peculiar to her 
heroines and to those of Miss Sin- 
clair and the Misses Findlater, is 
just a little droopy about it all and 
lacks the gallantry and gaiety, 
probably because she lacks the 
cleverness of Aletta, who is borne 
up from without as well as from 
within and who enjoys so charm- 
ingly the trappings of life. 

Most of all, it lacks that sense 
of the continuity of life which 
makes even a world war an inci- 
dent in the eternal beauty of Dul- 
ler place.

Inhabited by Half-Savage White Folks

That Okefenokee Swamp, Georgia, 
is a region of horrors and “impen- 
etrable reaches,” overrun with 
strange and dangerous beasts of 
prey and deadly venomous reptiles 
and insects, and that it is peopled 
only by a little tribe of “half- 
savage whites’ who speak a lan- 
cuage that ise virtually unintelli- 
gible to civilized man, is the im- 
pression naturally conveyed by a 
sensational “descriptive” feature 
story that occupied about two col- 
umns in The Kansas City Star, Kan- 
sas City, Mo., of Sunday, August l, 
purporting to be based upon “the 
records of Dr. W. D. Funkhouser, 
of Cornell university who 
recently recounted his (Okefenokee 
swamp) adventures in a lecture at 
the University of Kentucky.”

Located in southern Georgia 
and northern Florida, it is remote 
from all settlements, turpentine 
Stills being the only sign of life 
about its desolate borders. Natives 
had a superstitious fear of its mys-

way into it. Stories were told that 
it was inhabited by a witch who 
devoured men. and that a famous 
Seminole Indian chief, Billy Bow- 
legs, had made his last stand 
against the whites in its interior. 
So far as was known, no man had 
ever explored it. but one who had 
made the attempt was reported to 
have been brought back by his 
native guide after a half-day’s 
Struggle to penetrate its barriers.

“*We five started in alone, carry- 
ing 50 pound packs, with a com- 
pass as our guide,’ Dr. Funkhouser 
said. 

“The water was from waist to 


shoulder deep, full of giant cypress 
trees, and so closely overgrown 
with underbrush and entangling 
vines that we literally had to cut 
Our Way with axes at every step, 
and could only advance a mile a 
day. On the bottom was a thick 
growth of moss, which would sup- 
port the weight of a man while 
moving, but which would begin to 
Sink with us as s@on as we stood 
still to begin cutting the brush, 

“We soon had to discard came- 
ras, provisions and other parapher- 
nalia because of the difficulty of 
travel, and we ate bear meat and 
alligator tails. ... 


“At the end of the twentieth day 
we came in sight of a low island 
covered with pine trees. Here we 
found a family of persons who in 
many ways can be compared only 
to animals, It consisted of an -ld, 
old woman; her three sons and 
two daughters, who had intermar- 
ried; and their eleven children. All 
of them were degenerate weaklings, 
bad blood, as the tests we made 
shewed. They had a large grave- 
yard, which was about full. 

“The family had no shelter except 
a rude lean-to built against a tree 
and wore no covering to speak of, 
the children being entirely naked.

Gramercy park is one of the most 
peacetul spots in New York. It ig 
unchanging in the midst of an evere 
changing city, an oasis of verdure 
and peacefulness in a husy district.

Her Soldiers, Guns and 
Leadership Helped to 
Defeat Bolsheviki—The 
Proper Limits for Po- 
land Discussed. ~ 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
New York, August 28.—It is natu- 


ral that the developments on the 
Russo-Polish front should bring to 
all minds and lips the memories of 
the Marne. Polish resurgence at 
the Vistula, like French rebirth at 
the Marne, has been a victory for all 
western civilization. And if Poland 
can oOmly preserve her victory. as 
France did at the Yeer and again at 
Verdun, she will have earned the 
gratitude which, in another age, 
Europe owed to Sobieski, who 
checked the Turk before the walls 
of Vienma and thus Saved western 
civilization fgom the fatal invasion 
of the Osmamil. 

To Poland first of all the obliga- 
tion will be due, to Poland the debt 
will be greatest, but France, too, 
again deserves wéll of the world. 
Her soldiers, her guns, her muni- 
tions, these have been the efficient 
accessories of Polish victory. French 
strategy shines through the maneu- 
vers’of Pilsudski and of Haller, who 
was himself trained in France dur- 
ing the world war. French policy, 
too, most clairvoyant of all the al- 
lied policies shares in the credit for 
a triumph, which, partial as it is 
at the hour when these lines are 
written, holds out the promise of 
proving another or tne few decisive 
battles in human history. 

And if the victory be secured, 
what terms of peace will express 
this victory appropriately and es- 
tablish ea solid frontier against the 
bolshevist peril? Already there is 
heard in quarters where Polish for- 
tunes have in adversity excited lit- 
tle sympathy, the insistence that 
victorious Poland shall be restrained 


from demanding more than the abso-. 


lute minimum of advantages assured 
her by the provisional line drawn 
by the Paris conference and hence- 
forth described as the boundary of 
“ethnographic Poland.” 

Must Exclude Lithuania. 

That Poland should seek to re- 
Vive her aspirations*for the realiza- 
tion of historic Poland, of the state 
which existed before the annexations 
and partitions, of which that of 
1772 was the first, is natural but by 
no means wise. Even the proposal 
to include Lithuania in the new 
Poland, as it was a voluntary part- 
ner in the old, plainly flies in the 
face of the developments of recent 
years. It is true that the enemies of 
Poland are responsible for the es- 
trangement of the Poles and the 
Lithuanians, German and bolshevist 
alike hava manipulated and in- 
trigued to turn the ancient allies 
into bitter enemies. 

Nevertheless, the success of this 
campaign almost inevitably prohib- 
its the QWoles from seeking now to 
include Lithuania within their own 
frontiers, There remains the pos- 
sibility, remote but real, of ulti- 
mate federation and wise Polish 
policy should leave the doorway 
open for a later federation, such as 
occurred centuries ago and proved 
the first step in the creation of the 
great Poland of the past. But, save 
for this solution and until it arrives 
by peaceful wrys, the Poles. will 
probably be well advised to adhere 
to the course adopted in adversity 
and adhere to their recent recogni- 
tion of the independence of Lithva- 
nia. 

A certain number of boundary dis- 
putes with this new state wili re- 
sult. “Congress Poland,” which was 
created by the congress of Vienna, 
included witiin the Russian boun- 
daries, that is within Russian Po- 
land, the district of Suwalki. be- 
tween East Prussia and the Nie- 
men. in which the Lithuantans con- 
stitute a majority. at least in the 


northern hal’. The “Ethnograph! 
Poland” of the Paris corference ane 
rendered tkia northern portion of 
Suwalki to the Lithuantans. Uy

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thuania. For every reason it is 
essential that there should be no 
/permanent basis for quarrel be- 
tween these two peoples, which will 
offer a basis for intrigue, whether 
German or Russian. 
Poland and Russia. | 

As between Poland and Russia and 
the Ukraine, on the countrary, the 
decision is not so easy. The stra- 
tegic frontier would unquestionably 
‘be along the front occupied by the 
Germans, after their great victories 
of 1915 and covered over a consid- 
erable distance by the Pripet 
marshes. Granted that Lithuania 
/preserved her independence and Ru- 
mania similarly survived, the front 
of the Poles would have to defend 
in any new Russian war would not 
only be shorter than any other 
possible line, but it would be easy 
to defend. even with the inferior 
numbers Poland could oppoSe to the 
Russians. 

On the other hand, granted that 
even this frontier would be at least 
a hundred miles westward of the 
historic frontier of Poland before the 
partitions. it would still do violence 
alike to Russian and to Ukrainian 
asnirations and make more probable 
m Russian attack in the future. Tt 
would seem, then. on the whole that 
Poland might be well advised to ask 
no more than minor modifications 
of the provisional noundary fixed by 
the Paris conference. 

After all it is certain that as long 
as Poland exists she must expect 
the hostility of Germany. Not only is 
the Paris solution of the German- 
Polish frontiers inacceptable to 
Germany. but it is impossible of 
itself. 


tack upon the west, from an in- 
vasion of Poser, west Prussia and 
across the Danzig corridor. Hence it 
is a matter of life and death: for 


on the east, security arising not 
from strategically sound frontiers, 
but from an absence of hostility. 

Possession of the bridgehead and 
fortress of Brest-Litovsk, the key 
to her eastern frontier and on the 
opposite bank of the Bug, from the 
eastern limit fixed for Poland pro- 
visionally by the Paris conference, 
should certainly be granted to Po- 
land should she emerge victorious 
from her Russian conflict. To this 
should be added the very narrow 
strip of territory on the right bank 
of the Bug. north and south of 
Brest-Litovsk, which would 
Poland control of all of the Bielo- 
stok-Brest and Brest-Chem rail- 
ways, all but short stretches of 
which are within Polish territory as 
fixcd at Paris and have no economic 
value to Russia. Aside from 4hgse 
wholly insignificant amendment’ 
here suggested, Poland might well 
accept the eastern frontier fixed at 
Paris, which is the west bank of 
the Bug from the great bend north 
of Brest-Litovsk to the Galicia 
frontier. 

Must Have Eastern Galicia. 

On the other hand Poland will be 
justified in any event in Insisting 
that the decision made in Paris as- 
signing eastern Galicia to her, 
without condition. as a portion of 
Ethnographic Poland and balance 
of the former Austrian province for 
a period of years prior to a plebi- 
scite be preserved. This brings Po- 
land into communication with Ru- 
mania, with whom her friendly re- 
lations are bound to increase since 
both are equally menaced by a2 hos- 
tile Russia or by a revival of Ger- 
man policy in Hungary. 

Poland thus constituted would be 
a state of approximately 25,000,000, 
including upwards of 14,000,000 in- 
habitants of regions Russian before 
1914, 8,000,000 Austrian and 3,900,000 
German, Another 3,000,000 would 
be added if the upper Silesia and 
Teschen plebiscites favor Poland, 
but this is a matter still undecided. 

But if Poland is called upon in 
victory to accept the decision of the 
Paris conference on her eastern 
frontiers. a decision which entails 
the surrender of a full half of che 
territory which was Polish before 
the first partition, it is not less 
plain that she can justly ask the 
western nations for some modifica- 
tion of the status of Danzig, which 
will prevent a repetition of the dis- 
graceful episode of recent weeks. 
The motives which animated the 
British official, who, as agent of the 
league of nations, occupied the post 
of authority in the recent crisis, 
need not be discussed or question- 
ed, but the fact must demand world 
investigation. 

The Paris conference gave Poland 
access to the sea through Danzig 
with the express purpose to provide 
Poland with communication with 
the outer world, both to enable her 
to exist commercially and to live 
politically. The course of the Brit- 
ish representative in closing the 
Danzig gateway to Polish military 
supplies at the precise moment 
when Warsaw was threatened and 
Poland at the point of destruction 
makesclearthat Poland is still de- 
prived of that access to the sea and 
to the outside world, which the 
Paris conference sought to bestow 
upon her. 

I have discussed the political 
aspects of the Polish question at 
some length because, as the Minsk 
conference indicates, we are plainly 
to*> have negotiations between Po- 
land and Russia in the immediate 
future, whether Poland is victorious 
or defeated, whether the recent suc- 


and well nigh cleared the left bank , 
of the Bug stand or are presently 
wiped out by new Russian tri- 
umphs. These discussions must 
moreover deal with the territorial 
details I have mentioned. 


French Policy to Prevail. 


If Poland succeeds in overcoming 
the bolshevists and driving them 
beyond her frontiers only one na- 
tion in the world will have the 
smallest right to undertake to ad- 
vise or influence the Poles in draw- 
ing their frontiers and that is 
France. For oonly* France has 
shared in the Polish victory by sup- 
plying . munitions, weapons, gen- 
erals. And we may fairly expect 
that French policy will prevail in 
Warsaw for many years to come. 
This, after all; merely recalls the 
conditions of the eighteenth cen- 
tury; even Napoleon found in Po- 
land at least one marshal of France 
and some of his best troops and 
might conceivably have saved his 
empire had he dealt more honorably 
and justly with the countrymen of 
Poniatowski. 

But laying aside the narrower 
questions, the salvation of Poland, 
if Poland be actually preserved, is 
the greatest gain for civilization 
since the defeat of the Germans, 
and it consolidates the victory over 
Germany, as the allied triumph at 
the Yser finally established the 
victory at the Marne. Victorious 
bolshevism was bound to exercise 
an enormous influence upon Ger- 
rary, whether the reich continued 
white or become red. In either 
case the Russian factor would en- 
able the Germans to escape com- 
pliance with the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 

More than this. as even Lloyd- 
George conceded in a recent d-clar- 
ation, Poland is a necessary element 
in Europe. Aside from the ‘noral 
claim of some 20,000,000 of Poles 
upon their fellow-citizens of the 
world, for equal right to live and 
follow their own will, the political 
fact ‘s equally patent. Whetever 
the present state of Germany, it is 
necessary to envisage a future 
when Germany will again be a pow- 
erful nation. Against the German 


Sooner or later Poland will; 
have to defend herself from an at-| 


her that she should have security, 
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neither France alone nor France 
and Belgium, united in a military 
entente, as is now the case, can 
hope to stand, when allied troops 
are withdrawn from the Rhine. 


Balance of Power. 

The balance of power tn Europe, 
before 1914, rested upon the foun- 
dations supplied by a Russo-French 
alliance, which restrained Germany 
by the menace of a war upon two 
fronts, if she attacked either Rus- 
sia or France. The elimination of 
Russia, the rise of bolshevism, 
which overthrew not alone the czar, 
but Russian patriotism, had as an 
immedliate consequence the change 
in the military situation in Europe, 
and the balance was not redressed 
until American millions arrived in 
europe. 

Poland, in alliance with France, 
bridge the difference between 
French and German populations, 
and, therefore, numbers. An attack 
upon France would mean a war in 
the east as well as in the west, on 
each of which frontiers French gen- 
eralship would be encountered, as 
Trotzky’s hordes have encountered 
it before Warsaw. Poland destroy- 
ed, there is nothing to prevent Ger- 
many from regaining her old power 
for evil in Europe, but with Poland 
established, the future safety of 
the peace of the world is cor- 
respondingly fortified. 

A great deal of nonsense, mis- 
chievous and otherwise, has, been 
rublished in recent months about 
French policy on the Vistula. It 
has served to deceive many. and 
it has fallen in with German policy 
femirably, while not less perfect- 
l1™ fuifilling bolshevist purposes. 
France in supporting Poland, is no 
more embarking upon imperialistic 
adventures than Great Britain was 
when she allied herself with Japan, 
as a guarantee of her position in 
the Pacific. What France hopes of 
Poland in the east of Eurpe is no 
more than what Britain hoped of 
Jaran. And France is paving no 
raore in any way than Great Britain 
paid. 

The bolshevist dash 
even if it proves to 
finally, has served a useful pur- 
pese in clearing away many mis- 
apprehension, particularly in Amer- 
ica, where sympathy with bolshe- 
vism is practically non-existent. 
but misunderstanding of European 
conditions is very general and it is 
a matter for self-congratulation 
that American foreign policy, as 
expressed by Secrearyv Colby. in his 
Italian note, escaped the blunder 
which would have been almost be- 
yond remedy, the blunder of sepa- 
rating ourselves from France at a 
moment when French policy was 
not only right cf itself, but the sole 
Plicy which Americans could sub- 
seauently have defended. 

There will be those who regret 
that our source did not go beyond 
joining with France tn a declara- 
tion of principle, that American 
support of a more substantial sort 
was not forthwith nrovided to the 
stricken Poles. Yet it remains 
Plain that Mr. Colby’s’ statement 
came ata dlecisive moment and de- 
molished the fear in Poland, that 
in the moment of misery and af- 
fliction, the nation was to be de- 
serted by’ her western allies, and, 
not alane deserted but assailed in 
defeat by denunciation, which 
touched her honor when her life was 
in danger. » 

Victory for Civilization, 

The victory at Warsaw is a vic- 
tory primarily for civilization, it is 
not less a success for Poland, whose 
right to live is established. Had 
Warsaw fallen. had Poland col- 
lapsed despite all the high-sounding 
words in allied quarters, it is a 
matter of grave question whether 
any western nation would have in- 
tervened to save from actual de- 
struction the state recreated at 
Paris with so much allied self- 


to Warsaw, 
have failed 
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to conceal their real intentions by 
achieve 


laudation The bolshevists had only : 


superficial disguises to 


their whole purpose. 


And that whole purpose was to 
transform Poland from a bulwark 
of the west against red anarchy 
into a stepping stone on the road 
to the Rhine and still further west- 
ward. Whatever bolshevist peace 
terms may prove to be in the light 
of recent events. we have already 
had a sufficient indication from of- 
ficial sources of what they would 
have been had the Poles failed to 
rival the French achievement at the 
Marne and French generalship 
proved less competent in 1920 than 
in 1914. 

It may well prove, as Trotzky is 
reported as saying, boastfully, be- 
fore the bolshevist retreat, that the 
future of the Russian revolution, the 
fate of bolshevism will be decided 
in Poland. It may easily turn out 
that failure in Poland may be the 
first step in that disintegration of 
the Lenine rule. which’ are hardly 
to be exaggerated. The folly of the 
policy, or the lack of policy. which 
the allies have adopted in the case 
of Russia from the end of the Ger- 
man war onward has been fully dis- 
closed. We have been brought. asa 
consequence, to the very edge of the 
abyss; we have seen bolshevism, 
triumphant and arrogant, seeking to 
make its bargains with Germany. 
openly announcing its purpose to 
turnethe chaos and agony of middle 
Eurone to its own end, setting out 
to capitalize the misery of mankind, 
consequent upon the world war. 

And in the presence of: this su-. 
preme peril we have seen Europe 
and America into the bargain, di- 
vided as were the w--tern peoples 
when the Turk stormed Constanti- 
nople and began his advance into 
central Europe, which a Pole, John 
Sobieski, halted at Vienna. _ Bol- 
shevism, victorious in the Polish 
war. was a menace to all of the 
western nations, to the United States 
quite as much as to France or Italv 
or Britatin. Not only the weak 
states of middle Europe, still suffer- 
ing from the miseries resulting from 
the world war, still needing time 
and aid to achieve national union, 
but. Germanv. and after her. other 
western nations might have col- 
lapsed similarly. 


- Worst Has Been Avoided. 


Whatever be the future develop- 
ments in .the Russo-Polisn war, it 
s€ems almost beyond question that 
the worst has been avoided. Wheth- 
er the relief be complete in a brief 
time or delayed, as was the ulti- 
mate salvation after the Marne, it 
is hardly likely that the crisis will 
be so acute, as it was in the days 
when Warsaw was within range of 
Russian artillery and Trotzky’'s lieu- 
tenants were as near to the Polish 
capital as was Kluck to Paris on 
September 4, 1914. 

And the service Poland has ren- 
dered the world. America as well as 
Europe, should be in all minds when 
the bolshevist wave subsides and the 
work of reconstfuction begins. An- 
other winter is at hand and once 
more Polish fields have been swept 
bv an invader. The meager begin- 
nings which courage had made in 
the face of adversity in the east of 
Poland have many of them been 
ewept away. The preservation of 
life and the prevention of disease 
and famine become once more the 
pressing tasks in Poland. And it 
ought to be the duty of the peoples 
who have failed to send men or guns 
in the hour of the crisis, but have 
not been niggardly with their words 
of advice and even of censure. 

From the Russian disaster Poland 
seems to have saved herself and her 
victory is ours, but from the enemy 
which follows war. Which has fol- 
lowed the world war with terrible 
consequences, Poland ennnot SAVe 
herself, and all depends upon her 
western friends, who have, with the 
excention of France, failed her in 
the hour of military necessity.

The baby health station will be in the woman’s building of the

Two doctors and two nurses, besides a general committee, will 
have charge of the exhibit each day, and there will be every facility 
for weighing, measuring and registering children. 


There will be the reopening of the contest of last year, when 
there will be the prizes awarded to the children who have made the 
best physical record since the fair of last year, and on the same basis 
children will be entered and registered this year.

“Can you prove your right to vote?” 
is the pertinent question asked by 
Louise Weed, a Georgia registered 
nurse, in an appeal to Georgians .0 
enforce public health laws. 

“The right to vote is only one of 
many important rights which may 
be difficult to prove without legal 
evidence, because a birth record is 
the best evidence of age, parentage 
and citizenship, and because ‘of the 
importance to the individual and to 
society of careful birth records, the 
children’s bureau of the United 
States department of labor in a 
pamphlet recently issued recom- 
mends better birth registration as 
the first measure in a children’s 
year follow-up program,” writes 
Miss Weed. 

“Only twenty-three states and the 
District of Columbia now keep birth 
records with sufiicient accuracy 
and completeness to admit them to 
the Uniteli States birth registration 
These states sare Washington, 
California, Colorado, Utah, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Michigan, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, New York, South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Virginia.

I suppose that some of my fore- 
bears were humorists and that this 
quality has descended to me legiti- 
mately. Certain it is that from boy- 
hood I enjoyed laughing almost more 
than eating—which is a considerable 
confession to lay at the door of a 
small boy. Since the boy is father to 
the man, as I advanced in age, I re- 
tained this spirit. I saw things to 
laugh at where others saw only woe, 
or at least no cause for joviality. 
Had Serious Moments. 
Now let me hasten to add that I do 
not mean to imply that I had no sober 


moments even as a child, or that now- 


friend Rabelais _re- 


Because to 


adays, I do not take things seriously 


at times. A certain amount of seri- 
ous thinking is assuredly essential to 
any achievement. We can not, per- 
haps, laugh our way through life, but 
we can override a lot of the rough 
spots with a smile. Making comedies 
is really a serious business. But like 
everything else in the world of 
achievement, art and business, it is 
quite possible to become too serious 
over it. As a result this affects our 
work, ofr outlook on life, our spirits 
and our dispositions—to say nothing 
of our digestions. 

So much for that: Let us take it 
for granted that I was born with 
laughter in my heart and see what 
eame of it. When I grew to. that 
period of adolescence when I felt, in 
common with most young people, that 
the dramatic stage was suffering for 
the want of what I could supply, I

tried in various ways and finally got 
into musical comedy, doing small 
parts. From this I took part in legit- 
imate comedies and after various ups 
and downs during which I arrived at 
the conclusion that comedy was really 
my forte, I entered the screenworld, 
via the slapstick route. And, after a 
time, I began making comedies on my 


own account, which became popular. 


as Paramount-Arbuckle pictures. 
What Is a Laugh? 

Let us examine the matter of laugh- 
ter for its own sake. What is a laugh? 
Consulting my Standard Dictionary ! 
find that it is, used as a noun, “a sin- 
gle act or explosion of laughter.” Seek- 
ing the definition of laughter, I read: 
“An action consisting chiefly of spas- 
modic expulsion of breath, with jerky, 
inarticulate sounds, accompanied by 
agitation of the facial muscles, pro- 
voked generally by what strikes the 
mind as humorously incongruogs or 
by the excitement of mirth.” 

You will note that I have empha- 
sized “incongruous.” Now let’s search 
for incongruous in our vade mecum. 
The second definition reaches nearer 
our point: “Composed of inharmoni- 
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ous elements or disconnected parts.” 
This we find that disharmony is 4 
basis for laughter. But not the lack 
of harmony which results in misun- 
derstanding and unpleasantness. Rath- 
er that which appeals to us as being 
so out of harmony with the ordinary 
and commonplace run of events as to 
produce a cause for mirth. From the 
same reasoning it is evident that we 
could deduce tragedy from the same 
cause. Which bears out the conten- 
tion of a certain humorist that the 
comic is just around the corner from 
the tragic, and who advises his read- 
ers to “step around the corners and 
smile.” 
Laughter From Unexpected. 

A man, obviously, doesn’t usually 
expect to have a chair pulled from be- 
neath him as he is about to seat him- 
self. Yet this old trick is, according 


to certain authorities, a certain cause 
for inordinate mirth, on the part of 
all but the victim—and sometimes the 
perpetrator. I learned this to my cost 
when a boy, (and this also proves the 
proximity of the tragic of the oomic), 
when I played the joke on my Uncle 
Phil. I have a painful recollestion 


even today of what happened to me! 

In making a comedy, the degrees 
must be observed. The slapstick com- 
edy in a sense is a continual variation 
of episodes no deeper than this in ac- 
tual fact; as we progress in the quali- 
ty of our product we have to seek 
more subtle means of gaining a laugh. 
But in the final analysis, it is the in- 
congruity of the thing—the unexpect- 
ed denouement, the unanticipated sit- 
uation—which brings certain conflict- 
ing forces into juxtaposition, resulting 
in absurd contretemps—that' gives rise 
to mirth on the part of the spectator. 
An old dramatic rule, which insists 
that the audience always be made cog- 
nizant in advance of the secret, while 
the characters are supposedly, in ig- 
norance of the-approaching situation, 
is still in effect in certain ways; but 
nowadays, it has been found advisa- 
ble, sometimes to withhold the con- 
fidence from the spectator, that the 
surprises may be the more provoca- 
tive of laughter, astonishment or 
whatever emotion is likely to be 
evoked by the matter. “What is the 
value of laughter? We are told that it 
is certainly good for the system. Few 
men who laugh excessively or even 
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to a normal degree are dyspeptic. 
Contrariwise, as Tweedledum  re- 
marked to Tweedledee (or vice versa), 
we know that anger, sorrow, hatred 
and similar states of mind invite dis- 
ease by precipitating poisonous ele- 
ments into the system. This no doubt 
accounts for the various old saws, 
such as “laugh and grow fat*” or “A 
good laugh is better than medicine.”’ 
The vapid, self-conscious humorist, 
who laughs at his own jokes inordi- 
nately, who affects to see humor in 


impossible places, is merely a pos- 
seur. The real humorist is one who 
gains his excuses for mirth legiti- 
mately. 

In any event, to laugh well is to eat 
and sleep and think well. It has been 
said that most humorists are serious 
by nature. This is true in many in- 
stances, where their work has merely 
been the creation of humor by some 
process. I don’t think most original 
humorists are unusually sad. Why 
should they be? 


Anyway, I think I have proved that 
it pays to laugh. I have tried to con- 
tribute to the laughter of the world, | 
believe the slapstick comedy has areal 
and legitimate place and that if it be 
human it is deserving of consideration 
by all kinds of people. I am simply 
centering on a different phase of hu- 
mor but the final effect of it all is to 
create mirth and entertainment there- 
by, as I firmly believe, contributing to 
the world’s good.—Roscoe (Fatty) Ar- 
buckle. 


Creating Laughs for 


ww 
ME method whereby a comedian 
may succeed in creating 
laughs for the screen audi- 
ences which now number into the un- 
told millions of individuals of every 
nationality, creed, age, sex and tem- 
perament is a problem that needs/to 
be studied assiduously to gain the 
results. 


Obviously any humor for the screen 
must be sufficiently general in charac- 
ter to appeal to the laboring man or 
the magnate, the lady of the Upper 
Fifth Avefiue Marble masoleum or the 
east side tenement; the man on the 
Street or the clositered anchorite—for 
all are movie fans in some degree. 

Thus the basic elements of comedy 
must be~ utilized in every instance. 
There may be no dviation from 
what is certain to result in laughter. 
But this affords wide latitude for the 
one who has any sort of imagination. 
There are a hundred. ways of getting 
a laugh from even so time honored a 
device as dropping a fiat iron on one’s 
toe, or hitting one’s finger with a ham- 


ww 


mer. Facial expression in some ways 


is a great help. Costume is another, 
but the truest humor results from 


incongruous use of the customary. 
There is a great deal more appeal in 
the comedy situation which involves 
real people even as you and I, than in 
the grotesqueries of extravagant 
make-up or costuming. 

The comedy writer or actor need not 


be at lass unless he lacks inventive 


genius. If he possesses those qualifi- 


cations which are resultant from an 
appreciation and perception of the un- 
usual, can see a funny situation under 
almost any conditions, he can general- 
ly evolve the gag that will bring about 
the much desired laughter. Lacking 
the lines of the stage actor, the screen 
comedian must depend on the humor 
of visualized scenes. He must look 
and act funny and only his subtitles 
can supply the deficiencies in other re- 
spects. But I have seen subtitles whicn 
were positively excrusiating—some- 
times they were not meant to be fun-

ny either. But the proper interpola- 
tion or spoken or descriptive titles or 
leaders which carry on the motion or 
drive home a point are a more satis- 
factory substitute for speech than one 
would perhaps imagine. Thus the 
title writer is to be reckoned with de- 
cidedly. 

The settings may contribute much.

niture and appurtenances, can evoke a 
gale of merriment. 

The situation, however, is the main 
thing. Put a certain number of people 
together and if something funny 
doesn't presently occur it will be pbe- 
cause they are all deaf, dumb and 
blind. It simply is inevitable. It is 
this very inevitable comedy situation 
that the writer of screen humor or the 
actor of funny pictures must seek ou‘ 
and classify and put away in the 
pigeon hole of his brain properly la- 
beled, to use when the occasion ar- 
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T is not often that an interviewer 
is given an opportunity to 
view a celebrated star from ev- 

ery angle. It happened once, how- 
ever, during the time of the great 
blizzard which visited New York and 
environs during the early Spring. 

On the Atlantic City board walk two 
theaters announced her name, and 
though the storm threatened to com- 
mit greater damage . than it had al- 
ready wrought, persons from the 
neighboring hotels ventured out in the 
afternoon to see her latest photoplay, 
“His House in Order.”

SOME SIDELIGHTS ON HUMOR 


3M 
T is interesting to note how our 
ideas of humor vary from year 
to year and from generation to 
generation. Let us glance rather 
sketchily at some of the humor of the 
past. 

The ancient Greeks derived their 
ideas of comedy from odes sung at vil- 
lage revels held if honor of Dionysos, 
it is said. Thus it has its beginnings 
in the classic period and it is asserted 
that some of the original comedy sit- 
uations evolved ’n those times are stil! 
popular, though in changed dress. 

Of course, there is not a great deal 
of variety to plot but endless compli- 
cations of situation may develop from 
a given set of persons, in their rela- 
tions to one another. 

As time went on we passed—or

rather our forefathers did—through 
the different forms of comedy and that 
which was regarded as exclusively 
funny at one time, in the light of suc- 
ceeding events become very sad in- 
deed. A great deal of humor is topic- 
al, based on current happenings or 
conditions and questions of the day. 
Old Time Humor. 

Thus our earlier dramatic writers 
when they turned to comedggireflected 
the happenings of their time. In the 
days of the Greeks, no doubt, the prop- 
er way of wearing a toga or the do- 
ings of the Olympian dieties afforded 
mediums for jest. In the later periods 
of history, when war had not yet 
“changed his wrinkled front,” comedy 
suffered considerably from inanition. 
When it came _ favor again, the

traveling tale-teller brought his stories 
to the caravanseries for the delecta- 
tion (?) of the assembled herdsmen, 
soldiers, tavern-loiterers, and such 
passing gentry as elected to put up for 
a night. This custom obtained in the 
Orient and the Occident as well. Came 
the more civilized ages and more war 
and comedy only showed his face 
when there was an interstice so to 
Speak in the steel armor of the world. 
Then the period of foppery, of affecta- 
tion, of court intrigue and mincing 
manners—and jesters in cap and bells 
who spoke the truth in jest and drew 
laughs where others would have 
achieved the rack or the stake if they 
had dared say half as much. Which 
proves that the humorist generally has 
the best of it.

Cancellations Small With Atlanta Houses | 


One of the most encouraging evi- 
dences of the substantial basis upon 
which Atlanta business‘is built was 


brought to light during the past 
week by a canvass of the manufac- 
ing, jobbing and wholesale inter- 
ests relative to the matter of can- 
cellations which has been worrying 
some of the larger concerns of the 
north. 

The talk of cancellations in the 
north was heard so atk onde’ that 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce took the matter to heart 
and began an investigation. This 
investigation was made by the fab- 
ricated production department of the 
national chamber in response to 
complaints from members that pro- 
duction was being interfered with. 
The complaints protested that the 
sacredness of the sale contract was 
in danger of getting into the “scrap 
of paper” class, which would re- 
sult in ultimate injury of unknown 
proportions. 

Inquiries were sent out and a 
close analysis of the replies was 
made. The conclusions drawn were 
not exactly what had been expect- 
ed.. It was found that many can- 
celiations were chargeable in part 
to the seller, and that the buyer was 
not the only offender. Inability to 
make prompt or promised deliveries 
and revision of production sched- 
vies resulting in delayed deliveries 
were among the sins laid at the 
door of the seller, while overstocked 
conditions and a tendency to fright 
because of the unnecessary amount 
of loose talk on the part of cer- 
tain manufacturers wefe the main 
troubles of the buyer. 

On the whole the situation was 
not as serious as was supposed and 
was confined almost entirely to the 


| ROESRorm and eastern houses, al- 
though some of the cancellations 
came from éhe south. 

The canvass of Atlanta houses de- 
veloped the fact that cancellations 
here have been few and in most 
instances these have been followed 
by Yeinstatements during the past 
few weeks. 

The only conclusion that can be 
drawn is that Atlanta houses have 


stocking their customers and that 
the cancellations in the north that 
came from the south must have been 
from those merchants who jumped 
to the northern markets during the 
| chaotic buying of a few months ago 
Re who, through lack of experi- 
| 


ence, did not fully realize the dis- 
advantages ‘of buying in less than 
wholesale lots—the disadvantages 
invariably encountered by the new 
buyer in a strange market and es- 
pecially where the smaller. ship- 
ments have to wait while larger 
ones go forward, Too much spread- 
ing out on the part of both par- 
ties seems to have been the genéral 
cause, but the lesson learned will 
no doubt have a good effect in-the 
end—a lesson that will be profitably 
assimilated by all, with no greater 
resultant harm than a sense of dis- 
appointment om the one side and 
a certain degree of moral embar- 
rassment on the other. 

The conservative policy of Atlan- 
ta houses, the intimate knowledge 
of conditions obtaining in their ter- 
ritory and the confidence of buyers 
in their judgment of general mar- 
kets, coupled with the broad snirit 
of progressive merchandising 
which Atlanta is noted has re- 
sulted in a better general condition 
in this section than is found in 
other parts of the country.

The declines in cotton and sugar, 
following earlier weakness in silk, 
Silk goods, wool, woolens, rubber, 
rubber goods, etec., are all in re- 
sponse to the inscrutable laws of 
economics.

In other lines, 
unless business “picks up” material- 
ly in the near future, there will be 
financial difficulties to be faced.

The fifth district congressional! 
campaign in Milstead Saturday 
morning was marked by a elash be 
tween Hooper Alexander and Coa- 
gressman W. D. Upshaw, who ap- 
peared during the speech of his op- 
ponent. 

Mr. Alexander confined his speech 
entirely to the issues’ involved, 
giving his position on the questions 
confronting the democratic party.

have arranged to follow me this 
afternoon, this is the fourth time 
in a week that you and your broth- 
er have butted in on my meetings, 
and if you insist upon it, I'll replys 
when you are through.” 
Charzes Neglect of Duty. 

“How about my neglect of duty. 
Can you name gm case where I have 
failed to discharge my duty,” said 
Mr. Upshaw. 

“Well, if you want me to, I name 
your trailing General Pershing 
around last winter and allowing 
Camp Gordon to be scrapped with- 
out a word, and at a time when you 
knew it was coming up in the ap- 
propriation bill.” 

Mr. Alexander declared that 
Mr. Upshaw was circulating a pam- 
phiet, under his frank, purporting 
to be a copy of The Congressiona! 
Record, which was not the record 
at wll, and was composed entirély 
of his speeches, Whereas hardly one 
of them was ever delivered in con- 
gress at-.all, but were merely print- 
ed by consent. 

“Started to Apologize.” 

Mr. Upshaw had asserted that 
notwithstanding the charge that he 
made no reply to Congressman 
Madden, he did reply and that the 
report of the debate as printed was 
correct. To this Mr. Alexander 
read what was thus printed, and 
declared that, so far from replying 
to Madden Mr. Upshaw had him- 
self started to apologize; and that 
when other southern congressmen 
stopped him and tried to have Mad- 
den’s words stricken, Mr. Upshaw 
not only took advantage of his con- 
trol of the floor to prevent this, 
but even insisted that the words 
be permitted to stand in the record. 
He then read the opening sentences 
of Mr. Upshaw’'s speech as resum- 
ed, and asserted that, instead of be- 
ing a reply, it was more largely

BRUWN URGES BONDED 
RECEIPTS FOR FARMERS 


Statement Is Issued, Follow- 
ing Conference With Re- 
serve Bank Heads. 


August 23.— 


Following a conference last week 
between Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture J. J. Brown, and a committee 
including Director of the Bureau of 
Markeis L. B. Jackson and Presi- 
dent R. W. Maddox, of the Georgia 
division of the American Cotton as- 
Sociation, and officials of the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, in which assur- 
ances were given that the policy of 
the Federal Reserve bank will be 
unchanged on cotton loans, Com- 
missioner Brown has issued an ap- 
peal to farmers to insist upon bond- 
ed receipts for their cotton. 

The statement follows: 

“We learn,” said Commissioner 
Brown, “that there is no question 
about the fact that bonded ware- 
house receipts will in every instance 
he given the decided preference over 
receipts from wWarehouses’7 which 
have not fortified themselves and 
protected their customers by enter- 
ing into the bondee system. 

“IT would most strongly suggest 
and urge that the farmers of Geor- 
gia in warehousing their cotton 
would demand a bonded receipt. If 
they do this and if such a receipt 
is given, they certainly will have 
great advantages in financing their 
cotton es against those who place 
their cotton in non-bonded ware- 
houses. 

“In view of recent cotton ware- 
house failures where receipts for 
thousands of bales of cotton have 
been issued and used as collateral! 
when there was no cotton held 
against them, has impaired the con- 
fidence of the banks of Georgia and 
the south even up to the Federal! 
Reserve bank itself in the receipt 
from the warehouse which refuses 
to protect itself and its customer 
against fraud. 

“In addition to the foregoing 
may be possible jin the future 
the cotton producers of this state 
to save in the matter of insurance 
and other charges if by their de- 
mand they secure properly bonded 
warehouses in every section. 

“T have already called the atten- 
tion of the farmers of Georgia to 
the bear raid on the cotton market 
and the fictitious reports as to the 
crop reports upon which it is based. 
There is vo excuse for it. It is 
simply the recurrence of an effort 
made with every new crop at the 
time when cotton producers need 
money to beat down the price ana 
get it from him as cheaply as pos- 
sible. 

“T believe the farmers of this 
state are better able now than thev 
have been in times past to hold 
their cotton against such an at- 
tempted raid, and with all the ear- 
nestness possible T plead with them 
to hold until a minimum price is se- 
cured, which will give them 
a fair and reasonable margin above 
the cost of production.”’

Athens, Ga., August 28.—(Spe- 
cilal.)\—News has been received here 
of the recent death in Baltimore of 
the Rev. William E .Boggs, D. D., 
LL.D. chancellor of the University 
of Georgia from 1888 to 1899. A man 
of great ability, learning and cour- 
ake, a gifted preacher, a _ pastor 
whom yellow fever epidemis could 
never frighten away from his peo- 
pl a dauntless soldier on the field 
of battle, scholar and gentleman, 
widely Known and _ beloved, Dr. 
Boggs’ death will be sincerely 
mourned in Géorgia and throughout 
the south. 

He was born in 1838 in British 
India, of missionary parents, native 
South Carolinians. Returning to 
the mother state for his higher ed- 
ucation, he was graduated from the 
University of South Carolina, and 
later consecrated to the ministry 
from Columbia Theological semi- 
nary. His gallant service in the 
civil war was with the sixth regi- 
ment of South Carolina infantry. 
His pastorates in Columbia, Mem- 
phis, Atlanta and Jacksonville, 
Which he filled with eminent use- 
fulness, also required in the old 
days of the scourge of vellow fever. 
no less fearlessness, and Dr. Boggs 
never flinched. In those great cities 
his faithfulness and _ staunchness 
will be long lovingly remembered. 
He received the highest official 
honor in the gift of the Presbyte- 
rian church, when he was made 
moderator of the general assembly 
when it last met in the city of Sa- 
vannah. 

When Dr. Boggs came to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia he took hold of 
his administrative duties with re- 
narkable energy. Himself a scholar 
of wide attainments and thoroughly 
imbued with high ideals of educa- 
tion, he set to work with great suc- 
cess to build still higher the schol- 
arship of the university, and here 
is one of the enduring monuments 
of his widely useful and distin- 
guished career. 

Of late vears Dr. Boggs had been 
a great sufferer. An operation two 
years ago brought little relief. He 
recently underwent a second opera- 
tion at the Johns Hopkins hospital, 
but his health was not restored, and 
he passed quietly away on August 
20, and was buried in Waynesville, 
North Carolina. 


Japan Is Isolated 
Owing to Militarists, 
Says Prof. Anesaki 


Tokio, August 28.—Japan is now 
isolated from the rest of the 
world, and anti-Japanese ag:tat'o 
in the Pacific states of Americ 
and similar movements in China, 
servir ss pe and Korea are making her 
position difficult. Professor Masa- 
hura Anesaki, former lecturer of 
Harvard university, who wears a 
reputation for progressiveness, Is 
quoted as saying in an inrerview 
in Nichi Nichi. 

Professor Anesaki held that the 
Japanese militarists were responsli- 
ble for the situation and sald that 
even in England and France there 
were not a few who bore ill-feeling 
toward Japan. 

The militarists, by thelr bold ac- 
tions and utterances during the 
war, have greatly irritated certain 
nations, Professor Anesak!i ts quot- 
ed as saying. He expressed the 
fear that as long as the militarists 
continued the exercise of tnetr au- 
thority Japan would be unaonle to 
improve her internationa] status.

BRITISH LINERS SAIL, 
DESPITE IRISH STRIKE 


New York, August 28.—British 
steamship lines apparently won a 
vittory today over the 2,000 or 
more longshoremen who yesterday 
sought to tie up all vessets flying 
the British flag by going out on a 
sudden strike, which they aeclared 
would continue until arcnbdishop 
Mannix is allowed on Irisn soll and 
Terence MacSweney, lord mayor of 
Cork, is released ftom prison. All 
but one of the big Brittsn liners 
scheduled to sail today ma@e their 
departure and the exception, the 
Cunard liner Pannonia, will leave 
tomorrow morning, offictars an- 
nounced. 

Most of the firemen on tne Pan- 
nonia walked out in sympatny with 
the strikers, and the Cunard line 
could not readily replace tnem. The 
crews of other vessels remained 
virtually intact. 

Hundreds of longshoremen who 
quit work yesterday returned to 
their labors on the docks thts morn- 
ing, with the encouragement of 
union officials, who announcea they 
deeply regretted the unexpected 
walkout, coming just before new 
wage demands are to be presented. 

Work went ahead well at the 
Cunard line and the Amertcan and 
French ship piers which tongshore- 
men deserted yesterday, bur at the 
White Star line docks, wnere the 
strike had its inception, no ltong- 
shoremen reported and tnere was 
little activity in the holds of the 
vessels scheduled to depart next 
week, 

Most of the ships were tate in 
getting away today, the loading of 
baggage in some cases betng done 
by the office force of the steam- 
ship line, with anxious passengers 
occasionally lending a nanda. 

The White Star liner Celtic de- 
parted at 2 o’clock, two hours after 
the prompt scheduled departure of 
two American steamships, St. Paul 
and Finland. The Gothland, a Bel- 
gian vessel on which longsnoremen 
had quit working Friday, atso pull- 
ed into the stream early fn tne aft- 
ernoon. The mammoth Cunard 
liner Aquitania, with Prince Carol, 
of Rumania, aboard for a voyage 
homeward, afte® going around the 
world, left her moorings at 4:45 
o'clock and twenty minutes later 
the White Star liner Olympre fol- 
lowed in her wake. These two 
ocean greyhounds are expected to 
be near one another all tne way 
to Southampton, and ae possible 
trans-Atlantic speed record 1s look- 
ed for by marine observers. 

There were no disorders along 
the water front today. arthough 
longshoremen continually tnronged 
corners where women pickets and 
Irish orators held forth.

COLUMBUS KNIGHTS 
RECEIVED BY THE POPE 


tome, August 28.—Knights of Co- 
lumbus, with the addition of some 
American residents here formed the 
group of over three hundred Ameri- 
cans received by Pope Benedict in 
the hall of the consistory today. 

The Swiss guards stationed at the 
bronze door of the vatican render- 
ed military honors when the 
Knights entered. They were con- 
ducted up the royal staircase to 
Clementine hall, which also was 
ined with Swiss guards, 

The party was next introduced in 
the hall of consistory. There they 
were received by the pope who en- 
tered the hall dressed entirely in 
white, surrounded by his civil and 
ecclesiastical court and preceded by 
members of the noble guard. 

Pope Benedict, replying to an ad- 
Gress by the visiting American 
Knights, attacked propaganda be- 
ing carried on in Rome by an or- 
ganization which he did not name. 
He said it aimed to deprive the 
youth of their birthright of Cath- 
olic faith. The pontiff urged the 
Kniehts to establish counter prop- 
aganda.

~ Betrothed to an Army Officer 
Under Sentence of Death in 
Russia, This Brave .American 
» Girl Finally Succeeded in 

be Having: Him Set at. Liberty |

counter a beautiful old-fashioned loge. For Tennyson’s “Enoch Arden” a prototype 

has been found in the very unusual romance of Col. Andrew Kalpaschnikoff, a dash- 
ing young Russian army officer, and the former Miss Celia Higgins, a charming young 
society woman of New York and Philadelphia. 

War, accidents, the horrors of a dungeon, threats of execution and the nearness 
of death itself in many other guises, were not sufficient to shatter the hopes or cool the 
love that existed between the Russian officer and the young American girl 

Shortly before the war broke ott Col. Kalpaschnikoff, who at that time was serv- 
ing the Czar’s government as secretary of the Imperial Russian Embassy at Washing- 
ton, attended a dinner at*Philadelphia at which he was introduced:to Miss Higgins. It 
may have been a case of love at first sight, but if.so, neither of them ever has admitted 
it. The chance meeting as dinner guests at the home of a mutual friend led to better 
acquaintance and then came the war. Kalpaschnikoff was ordered home to rejoin his 
regiment, which already was on its way to the front. 

And the budding romance, if such it may be called, apparently was at an end 

scarccly before it had: begun. 

Kalpaschnikoff went into action with his regiment and was wounded several times. 
For conspicuous acts of bravery he received the Cross of St. George. ‘For two years he 
managed to stay in the thick of the fight and during all of that time he did not -hear 
one.word from Miss Higgins, nor she from him. 

Then he was wounded so seriously that it was necessary to send him to a hospital 
far in the rear. And late in 1916, physically unfit to fejoin his regiment, he was sent 
to this country as Commander-General of the Siberian Ambulance Commission. , He 


|* these days of rapid fire courtship and equally rapid divorce, it is refreshing to en- 


@hase more than one hundred field ambulances and enormous quantities of much needed 
hospital supplies for the Russian field forces. - 

While here he thought of Miss Higgins and dégided to call upon her at the first 
opportunity. Her family had moved to New York an&he followed and lost no time in 
calling. Their acquaintance continued until his depar@re for Russia early in 1917, 
when their engagement was announced. 

Little did he dream, when he sailed for Russia happy in the knowledge that the 
young American girl had promised to be his bride at the end of the war, of the dark 
and tragic days ahead of him. 

“] should have waited for him not only three years but ten years, yes, even longer, 
if fiéessary,” said the happy bride a few days ago in commenting on the absence of 
cable or othér- news that followed his departure for Europe. Later, when the reports

of the revolution in Ruséfa began to reach this country she re- 
céived tidings of the overthrow of the Czar’s government and the 
arrest and wholesale executions of officers who had remained 
loyal to the Czar. Then came news of the arrest of Col. Kalpasch- 
nikoff, his imprisonment in the Fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul. 
Later she heard that he had been sentenced to death by 4 
Soviet tribunal. 

“One New York newspaper published a cable dispatchfrom Copen- 
hagen stating that my affianced husband had been shot by the Bolsheviki,” 
said she. “I did not, could not believe it. I never gave up hope that he 
would come back to me. So ¥ waited for hing’ A woman who says she 
loves a man, but marries another shortly after she hears a rumor of his 

\death on the battlefield or in prison, cannot be said to have had a very 
strong or abiding love for the man she gave up so easily.” 
At the time Col. Kalpauschnikeff was arrested by the Soviets he was employed by 


_ the chairman of the American Cross Mission to Roumania. His friendship for the 


Americang, the Soviets declared, was responsible for his arrest. 

Howéyer, in a book, ' lich Col. Kalpaschnikoff has completed he gives in detail the 
reasons for his arrest the forces that, he says, were back of this plot to harm him. 

Trying to break him down by threats of death into making damaging statements 
against American officials then in Petrograd, which Col. Kalpaschnikoff repeatedly re- 
fused to make, he finally succeeded in gaining his freedom fhrough the appeals made <4 
Miss Higgins on his behalf to Washington. 

He was closely watched, however, after his release, and to play safe he pe ee 
himself, and after a few weeks of liberty, sleeping in a different place every night, know- 
ing-that his apartment was being watched, he escaped from Petrograd on false Bolshe- 
viki passports after rumor reached him that he was fto be rearrested and shot. 

Through the German lines he traveled to Kief, and finally to France on a Greek 
ship, and thence to New York, where he claimed the young woman who, handicapped as 
she was by war and distance, had even raised a large sum to ransom her fiance from 
the Bolsheviki. This money would have been forwarded by her to Russia if she had not 
received a cable through the Norwegian legation at Copenhagen stating that he already 
had been released. 

‘I wrote two or three times a week, and sent many cables, but only a few of these 
ever reached him,” said the young bride. “I appealed to Washington time and again to 
try to learn something of his whereabouts. I got in touch with friends of mine in 
London who investigated his case for me. I kept in touch with returning Russians to 
learn if they had seen or heard anything of him. 

“Finally I met a.Russian, a friend of. my husband, who had been in jail with him, 
and who told me that he had escaped to the South. Then! got word of his release. 

“Once when I received a cable saying he was out of danger, it was brought to me 
by a United States secret service man. He wondered what my interest was in a Rus- 
sian who had been arrested. I explained the matter to his entire satisfaction after he’ 
had turned over the cable. to me. : 

“Mine was a mogt trying experience. From the very first I did everything that 
was possible in the cifcumstances, and that seemed so little. I took up war work, serv- 
ing in canteens, so that I should not dwell too much on my trouble, for the woman who 
allows herself to become absorbed by worry soon becomes unable to think clearly. I 
was constantly thinking up plans by which I could penetrate the thick walls of the 
Russian prison by letter or cable and thus establish a long range communication with 
Col. Kalpaschnikoff. 

“But I never gave up hope. Hope and ambition belong to those a find life in. 
teresting. Some day I hope my husband will take me back to his country, for which 
he has suffered so much, and for which he is willing to suffer still more, if he can see it 
restored once more to a happy, prosperous state, with happy, contented people. This 
we both believe will be shortly. We are both optimists.” _

A Kitchen Tray Has

VERY family has a large tin 
tray about the house which is. 
perhaps, a relic of the days 


when some member of the family 
acted as a volunteer waitress at some 
church festival.

Uncle Sam’s Project 


At Muscle Shoals 


To Effect Great 
Saving 


By DR. WILLIAM CRENSHAW, 
Atlanta, Ga. 


The Wilson dam, located two miles 


above the city of Florence, Ala., and 
near the foot of Muscle Shoals on 


the Tennessee river, was authorized 
by congress in its natronal’ defense 
act of June 3, 1916. 

With the passage of this bill, there 
Was appropriated $20,000,000 with 
which to construct a nitrate plant 
and all necessary appurtenances. De- 
ducting the $6,000,000 spent on ni- 
trate plant No. 1 at Sheffield, the 
remaining $14,000,000 are available 
for the construction of the Wilson 
dam, the original estimated cost of 
which (1916) was about that amount. 

The work was actively begun in 
1918, is now fully 25 per cent fin- 
ished, and is expected to be com- 
pleted in 1922. When completed the 
Wilson dam will be considerably the 
largest power dam in the world. 

The dam will be 4,200 feet long- 
practically four-fifths of a mile—and 
ninety-six feet high above the bed of 
the river. Its impounded water will 
make a lake fourteen miles in length: 
the first four miles of which above 
the dam will be a pool practically 
100 feet deep, and one mile or more 
in width. At this point on the ledge 
of the “big jump”’—the last drop in 
the length of the Muscle Shoals—the 
bed of the river begins an upgrade 
of five or six feet to the mile, for 
eighteen miles: making the fall in 
that distance about 100 feet. 

When the water is caught up to 
the full height of the dam, it will 
lap fourteen miles up the shoals, to 
the location of the projected No. 3 
flam, making this part of the im- 
Pounded volume over a mile and a 
quarter in width and an _ average 
depth throughout the fourteen miles 
of forty to fifty feet. The creeks 
taaking into the river will contribute 
miniature lakes, varying from two to 
500 yards wide and of, from three to 


ten miles in length, and the best bass 
fishing in North America. 


BEST LOCATION 
IN WORLD. 


Muscle Shoals is the finest loca- 
tion in the world for enormous pow: 
er dams. As now — standing unim- 
proved, it is a prodigious waste of 
power, but eventually a roaring, use- 
less torrent, under the magic wand 
of the engineers of the Wilson dam 
will be converted into a power send- 
ing its blessing into the homes of a 
nation. 

The work was begun on the north 
side of the river, where the govern- 
ment owns 200 acres in reservations, 
necessary to house the working 
forces for that side of the rivér; and 
where is located the administrative 
headquarters of the work and the 
bunk-houses and family quarters, 
with the necessary hospitals, schools, 
churches, shops, entertainment halls. 
city hydrant water,, sewerage and 
every needed convenience. The work 
is progressing also from the south 
side where the government owns 248 
acres in reservations, upon which 
4,000 workmen can be quartered in 
houses similar to those on the north 
side, with every convenience neces- 
sary for the comfort of the army of 
help engaged upon the dam. The 
work engages at present a force of 
about 4,000 men. 

The wages paid are, in the various 
classes, those paid in the district for 
similar services. The government 
furnishes transportation to Florence 
for laborers who sign up for work, 
and deducts this from their first 
earnings; but to all o continue for 
three months, .to them the 

ransportation 
The labor employed is about two- 
thirds colored and the remainder 
white. The scale of wages paid is 
most fairly worked out, the laborers 
are satisfied, and as a result this fea- 
ture of the work proceeds smoothly. 
The weekly payroll at present is 
about $75,000, or $300,000 a month. 

It is necessary in this, as in all 
dam construction of similar magni- 
tude, to build coffer dams which shut 
out the water from the bottom of the 
river for the preparation of the 
foundation. In addition to the-neces- 
sity of the coffer dam in this work, 
there is required and already built, a 
four-track railroad on massive piers 
along the apron—the down-stream 
side—of the dam, high enough to en- 
able the traveling tower derricks of 
ninety foot boom to place In position 
the 900,000 to 1,000,000 cubic yards 


of concrete going into the body of. 


the dam. It requires ten of these 
monster derricks, delivering 2,000 
cubic yards a day, two years to place 
the concrete alone. 

It will require a series of six cof- 
fers tq@,prepare the foundation for the 
dam oughout its itength—which

See cut No. 2, cross section of 
the dam. The diagram at the right, a cross section of the dam, shows a derrick discharging concrete from the four-track railroad built along over the toe 
and apron of the dam. The downstream side of the dam slants downward fr.om the height of 81 feet, so that the overflowing water shall run down this in- 
The foundation of the dam from heel to toe is 150 feet. The height to the top of the concrete proper is 81 feet, and 
above this are supplemental adjustable gates at the top of fifteen, feet, making a head of 96 feet in all. These gates represent two-thirds the length of the dam, and 
can be raised and lowered as the condition of the river requircs.

Jackson’s Island and the north 
shore are used for the collection and 
conversion of the sand, gravel and 
cement into concrete, and from which 
point it is sent over the four-track 
bridge, handled by the traveling der- 
ricks and delivered by them to posi- 
tion in the dam. 

POWER EQUIPMENT 
WHEN COMPLETED. : 

The powerhouse equipment when 
completed will comprise fifteen inde- 
pendent water turbines and electric 
generators which will produce 30,000 
horsepower each, aggregating yearly 
production when all is installed of 
375,000 horsepower, or approximately, 
in electrical. lore, 286,000 kilowatts. 


The normal] flow of the Tennessee 
will feed all of these units at full 
capacity for ten months of the year. 

Camp conditions at the Wilson dam 
are excellent; and make a separate 
community from Florence on the 
north and’ Sheffield and Tuscumbia 
on the south side of the river. 

Good sanitation, sleeping quarters, 
meals and medical attention are pro- 
vided at a total cost of $20 a month. 
The houses are equipped with elec- 
tric lights, hot and cold water and 
steam heating. Nobody but Uncle 
Sam could give any such value for 
the money in these times and stay 
on hig feet. 

Railroad construction of fifteen 
miles connects the north and south 
abutments via Florence and Sheffield. 
Fifty moter trucks and automobiles 
necessary to prosecute the work 
make a monthly itinerary of 40,000 
miles. 

In the past the Muscle Shoals have 


marked the upper from the lower 
Tennessee; but the Wilson dam is 
the division henceforward; because 
at this point water craft will be lifted 
from the level of the river below the 
dam to that of ninety-six feet above 
to the upper Tennessee, through a 
single flight of two locks adjacent to 
each other, each sixty feet wide, and 
300 feet of usable length to be built 
at the north abutment of the dam. By 
this means in an hour’s time boats 
that could never have ascended the 
Muscle Shoals nor passed through the 
inadequately constructed canal built 
by the state of Alabama, 1831-36, nor 
even through the larger government 
canal completed in 1890, are now over 
the shoals and on the upper Ten- 
nessee and the canal buried for all 
time beneath fifteen fathoms of wa- 
ter. 

Land condemnation from back-wa- 
ter overflow has already cost the gov- 
ernment $325,000 and will cost ap- 


proximately $100,000 
Wilson dam alone. 

The ultimate purpose of the Wil- 
son dam is the generation of elec- 
tricity. The maximum electrical] pro- 
duction of this mammoth water pow- 
er would be sufficient to operate the 
present urban railway systems of 
Alabama and Georgia. 


TWO OTHER 


POWER SITES. 

- The most important’ question in- 
volved in this and in all water power 
improvements for the production of 
electricity is the saving of coal. In- 
dustrial enterprises and railroads can 
manufacture electric power from coal 
and steam and save from two to 
three-fold in so doing. But plants 
like the Wilson dam, of varying size 
and capacity are springing up over 
the country, wherever there is water- 
fall to be found, and gradually hydro- 
electric power will displace the steam 


more for the 


because it is proven to be two to 
three times cheaper: and because the 
power of electricity is simpler and 
less expensive to operate, and_be- 
cause the coal is needed for heating 
and other purposes. 

In addition to the Wilson dam, the 
Muscle Shoals section offers two 
other power sites. One mile below 
Florence js the location of projected 
dam No. 1. Again 14 miles above 
Wilson dam is projected dam No. 3. 
So that in the future, when these ad- 
ditional powers are improved, Flor- 
ence, Queen City of the Cumberland 
foothills, will become the greatest 
hydro-electric power center of the 
world. 

Taking the report of the estimates 
made by the engineers working out 
requirements for the “Super Power 
Zone,” based on “actual past opera- 
tions of a like nature,” lying between 
Boston and Washington, D. C., inland 
from the coast 100 to 150 miles, {t is 
shown that the present estimated 
steam machine capacity for operating 
the industrial needs of this zone, and 
the railroads, is 17,000,000 steam 
horsepower; divided into 10,000,000 
for the industrial ahd 7,000,000 for 
the railroads. This can be replaced 
by electric machine power of 5,500,000 
horsepower, as follows: If all the 
power in this super power zone were 
generated electrically the total install- 
ed capacity would be only 32 per cent 
of the present installed capacity of 
isolated steam plants. 

This saving is not because a horse- 
power as generated electrically is any 
more effegtive than a horsepower 
generated in a steam plant. It is 
because if the power plants in this 
super power zone were electrified and 
connected together by super-power 
electric transmission lines they could 
all be used as one immense power- 
house. This may be explained by a 
simple example: Suppose an indus- 
try which we will designate “A,” re 
quires at 10 a. m. 1,000 steam horse- 
power, but during the rest of the day 
only 500 horsepower. Also suppose 
an industry designated “B” requires 
at 2 p. m. 1,000 steam horsepower, but

only 500 horsepower during the re- 
mainder of the day. Here we have 
then in these two plants a total i» 
stalled capacity of 2,000 horsepower, 
while the total load during the greater 
part of the day is only 1,000 horse- 
power. At no time does the total 
load exceed 1,500 horsepower. If then 
these two plants were moved side 
by side so that they could use the 
same power plant, a saving in total 
installed capacity of 500 horsepower 
would be made. With electric power, 
however, this side by side arrange- 
ment is unnecessary, because the 
high-powered transmission line bring 
the power to the plant wherever it 
may be, in any quantity desired. It 
is in this manner, therefore, that a 
great saving in installed capacity 
would be brought about if all of the 
power plants in the super power zone 
were electrified and connected to- 
gether as one immense electric power- 
house. 

A large powerhouse can always 
operate many times more efficiently 
than the small plant, with a cor- 
responding saving in coal which has 
become such an item of expense dur- 
ing these past few years. In the same 
manner this principle would apply in 
some degree to any part of the coun- 
try. In fact, the great electrical en- 
gineers of the country are looking 
forward to the time when all of the 
important electrical power houses of 
the country will be inter-connected 
and the building of every powerhouse 
of any size’/will hasten the coming of 
that day, with a consequent reduce 
tion of our coal consumption. 


POWER TO SAVE 
$150,000,000 ANNUALLY. 

The above estimate shows that fn 
this zone not less than 30,000,000 tons 
of coal, at $5 a ton, costing $150,000,- 
000, can be saved annually. Railroads 
in the United States consume 24 per 
cent of coal production, and the rail- 
roads and industries in the super 
power zone é¢onsume 30,000,000 tons 
of the amount above mentioned, Re- 
duced cost of maintenance of machine 
industries, and railroads together, and 
the reduction of other lopped-off ex- 
penses from steam power effects the 
saving of $150,000,000 more, or, on 
both accounts, $300,000,000 annually. 

The above is paraphrased from The 
Journal of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, March, 1920, 
giving detail of “power plan” for the 
“Super Power Zone,” and offered here 
as briefly as possible to awaken the 
mind to the importance of the crea- 
tion of electric power (both for the 
industrial needs and the railroads), 
and to show the prodigal waste of 
coal in our country which must at 
this rate in the course of time become 
exhausted. Every living creature 
certainly within the boundary of our 
country is interested, and those suc- 
ceeding these decades will be inter 
ested even more. 


HOW NITRATE 
IS MANUFACTURED. 

The immediate value of the power 
at the Wilson dam will be in creating 
electric. power to operate Nitrate 
Plant No. 2, located on the south side 
of the river and in immediate con- 
nection with the power units of the 
Wilson dam, separate and distinct 
from plant No. 1, 3 miles away at 
Sheffield, Ala. The Wilson dam pow- 
er plant and Nitrate Plant No. 2 must 
be considered in this connection as 
being closely associated—they opere 
ate together, 


CAPACITIES OF 
VARIOUS UNITS, 


1. It is the largest nitrate plant in 
the world. Built under war contract 
in 1918, at the cost of $60,000,000. 
Capacity of 110,000 tons of ammonia 
nitrate annually. 

2. It is one of the three largest and 
most successfully operated rotary 
lime kiln plants in the United States. 
Capacity: 700 tons per 24 hours, 

3. It has twelve carbide furnaces, 
each requiring 10,000 horsepower elec- 
tric current to operate, and turns out 
500 tons of carbide per 24 hours. 

4. It has 1,500 ovens—1,000 always 
in continuous operation, requiring 7,- 
350,000 cubic feet of nitrogen gas per 
24 hours. : 

5. It has the largest high-pressure 
air-compressing plant in the world. 
The liguid air plant is five times 
larger than any other installation of 
its kind in existence. Nitrogen turn- 
ed out at the rate of one-half million 
cubic feet per hour. 

6. It has the largest ammonia gas 
plant in the world; turning out seven 
million cubic feet of ammonia gas per 
24 hours. 

7. It hag a nitric acid plant prac- 
tically the same size as the plant at 
Old Hickory, government powder 
works, Nashville, Tenn., built by Du- 
pont. Most efficient plant of which 
any record is known. 

8. Each of the five ammonia nitrate 
houses has a daily capacity of 100 
tons of finished ammonium nitrate. 

Now that the war is over, and we 
are fully equipped for the manufac- 
ture of nitrate of ammonia, and since 
the plentiful use of it in our farming 
operations puts new promise and 
greater incentive igto practical agri- 
culture, if our national lawmakers 
would enact such legislation as would 
make it compulsory with young men 
between certain ages to serve a term 
of years in training in practical agri- 
culture with military instruction and 
discipline, if need be, using the nitrate 
fertilizers to make food for the con-

A Tale of. the Red Terror 
'. and What Befell the City of 
New Yark on May 1, 1929, 


HERE shall T begin, when there was 
no beginning? After all, I am about 
to describe merely a climax, a dé- 

nouement, as ironic as it was ‘unexpected, 
like the wild laughter of steam exploding 
from a boiler. That is all there is to the 
story. The three characters of Margaret 
Hamilton, George Tarnow, and Paul Christo- 
pher are the barest incidents, fitting like 
shadows in the background. The real story 
is that of the cataclysm in which they fig- 
ured. Hence, the beginning is of no impor- 
tance whatsoever; only the finale. But it was 
part of the very horror of it that it was so 
graduhl that no one—except Paul Christo- 
pher (and, of course, George Tarnow)—real- 
ized what was going on. 


If bread had leaped over night from 10 
cents a loaf to $1.60 there would have been 
a.revolution, but when it goes first to 11, 
then to 12, and so on and up, cent by cent, 
over a period of years, it passes practically 
unnoticed. That is exactly what happened, 
Seven years ago, after the great govern- 
mental crusade for lower prices, it was 10 
cents a loaf; when Paul Christopher made his 
appearance the official price was $1.60, if it 
could be found. 

I remember very well when I first saw Paul 
Christopher, because it was the day that my 
sister’s child, Rosalind, died and we could not 
bury her because the gravediggers had gone 
on strike. We were frantic. But it was a 
locally protected industry, and under the or- 
dinances no one could do their work until the 
conciliation board had passed on their griev- 
inces. Meanwhile It took seventeen 
days to settle the matter. ‘The crematories 
worked day and night. It was on my way 
back from the cemetery that I saw what I 
took to be a crazy man addressing a crowd 
of women and children in a side street. Be- 
neath its tangle of thick, brown hair his face 
glowed like a ghost’s. I could see the whites 
of his eyes a block away, but I could not hear 
what he was saying. Crowds and street 
speaking had become so common that I do 
not know why I paid any attention to him at 
all. Anyhow, I hurried on, pausing only long 
enough to notice that the crowd was listen- 
ing in breathless silence. The man seemed 
to be using none of the arts of the orator, 
but was leaning forward, addressing them in 
@ conversational tone. Then suddenly he 
raised his arms and cried in a shrill voice: 
“Repent ye! For the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand.” : 

My first assumption was that the fellow 
was one of the Reds that were now always 
haranguing with impunity on the street cor- 
ners for the purpose of stirring up general 
unrest. Tarnow had a whole army of them— 
well paid, too. It was part of his insidious 
scheme of demoralization. They were care- 
fully taught just how far they could go with- 
out running afoul of the law, and they had 
become past masters in keeping just inside it. 
They never preached revolution by force; in 
fact, Tarnow believed force would not be 
necessary; they simply pointed out the intol- 
erable condition of affairs and prophesied 
a@ new order in which “ the people” should 
exercise control. 


Tarnow had been clever enough to see that 
in America he could never get away with 
the “autocracy of the proletariat” idea, be- 
cause in America the “ proletariat” was, in 
fact, the whole American people. Thus he 
avoided embarrassing comparisons with Rus- 
gia and gave every disgruntled person a 
theme to argue about. He had no definite 
theories. He was merely destructive. The 
more theories, he used to say, the better. 


His plan—and it was simple enough—was 
to mess things up to such an extent that out 
of sheer disgust everybody would welcome 
any. sort of municipal government that 
seemed to offer any relief. If he could get 
control of New York City, Tarnow believed 
all the other cities in the United States would 
follow suit and he would really get a soviet 
government with himself at the head. 

His plot was to see to it that things got 
go bad in New York that they couldn’t be 
worse. And in this he had been assisted by a 
natural process of evolution in the city that 
might, and very likely would, have brought 
about the same result entirely of itself. That 
was the frightful congestion in every phase 
of physical existence, which, apart from in- 
dustrial disorder, would have made life al- 
most impossible. It had been practically in- 
supportable for years—and yet this had come 
about so gradually that, as I said before, no- 
body realized just how bad it was. 

You see, there had been no revolution of 
any sort. Our form of city government had 
mot been changed at all. We were doing 
business at the same old stand. Or, rather, 
we were at the same old stand, although we 
were not doing any business. Every man’s 
hand was against every other man’s. Nobody 
trusted anybody. Everybody was jealous of 
everybody else. People did not study how tea 
build up, but. how to pull down. If anybody 

ed to prosper, the thing was to destroy 
his prosperity, ‘not to study how he had 
achieved it. at ) 

There was no codperation, no sanity. Cor- 
porations were taxed out of existence, with 
the result that thousands had to seek new 
employment, and yet nobody dared point out 
the foolishness of such a poligy. Everybody 
had struck for higher wages, and eyerybody 
had them, but nobody was any better” off. 
Everything—no matter what it was—simply 
cost that much more. The affairs of the 
street railway systems were in such financial 
‘confusion that nobody knew whether they 
‘were solvent or not, and the trains ran about 
as they pleased. And the man chiefly re- 
sponsible for all this was Tarnow, with his

Scarlet Eagle, which he; published through 


a dummy corporation, and which had a cir- 


culation of 1,300,000. As a matter of. fact, 
his influence was such already that, so far 
as there remained any effective municipal 
government, Tarnow wasit. But.that is get- 


ting off again. I was describing the piyeicnl 


congestion of New York. 

In the first place, the population had in- 
creased from 4,000,000 to 8,000,000, with the 
result that there was no place to live. Cen- 
tral park was entirely given over to munici- 
pal tenement or apartment houses. These 
were built on a uniform plan, eighteen stories 
high, and accommodated 1,000,000 people. 
The same scheme had been adopted with re- 
spect té all other parks, and there were no 
open spaces whatever left in the city where 
the inhabitants could breathe. Children— 
although the birth rate had decreased to a 
nominal figure—swarmed all over the streets 
and frequently got lost for weeks. The pub- 
lic schools were so inadequate to the number 
of scholars that education was a farce. The 
hospitals were swamped; and, if an accident 
occurred, the victims generally stayed where 
they were, since there g@vere no hospitals to 
take them to, and, if there had been, there 
would have been no way to get them there, 
owing to the congestion of the streets. 

That was the thing that struck everybody 
who managed to get.into the city for business 


,or what was assumed to be pleasure—the 


aspect of the streets! For the buildings had 
naturally been increased in height, to meet 
the existing conditions, so that the thor- 
oughfares had become the darkest of narrow 
cafions, made darker still by the thousands 
of viaducts, ramps, and overhead roadways 
that really gave the entire city a new surface 
level. 

Vehicular traffic was allowed to move only 
one way upon any street. You went down 
Fifth avenue at the old level; you came up 
on an elevated roadway even with the third 
story windows. Similarly, there were side- 
walks at higher levels still—*“ one way ” side- 
walks—at the fifth and ninth stories. But 
the crowds of visitors were so great‘that they 
were obliged to move at a snail's pace, and it 
took hours to get anywhere. Moreover, the 
air was now so weighted with gas and other 
elements that habitually to walk on the sur- 
face level was a menace to health. ¢ 

Living conditions were even worse. No 
family was allowed to occupy more than a 
certain number of cubic feet of space per 
capita in any house used for dwelling pur- 
poses, whether they owned it or not. Any 
room not actually occupied was at the dispo- 
sition of the tenement house commissioner, 
and could be turned over by him to any 
worker who had no sleeping accommodations, 
at a price fixed by the housing bureau. Do- 
mestic privacy no longer existed. Cheek by 
jowl in Fifth avenue residences dwelt old 
patrician families with these unwelcome 
guests, obliged to surrender their drawing 
rooms, libraries, and guest rooms to Arme- 
nian peddlers, Sicilian fruit dealers, and Rus- 
sian sweat shop workers and thelr chjldren. 

This was made possible by a system of out- 


side staircases, but it was not a happy situa- 


tion. And nobody who owned a house could 
sell it and move elsewhere, on account of a 
confiscatory transfer tax on real estate 
amounting to nearly 75 per.cent. That had 
been one of Tarnow’s strokes of genius—to 
hold the real estate owners where they were 
and tax them annually just enough so that 
it was cheaper for them to stay put than to 
let the property go. 

Food prices were exorbitant, but the neces- 
saries of life could usually be obtained at the 
municipal markets. The condition at the rail- 
road terminals was beyond imagination. De- 
livéries were delayed months after the ship- 
ments had arrived in the city, and there were 
instances where goods had remained on thé 
docks and in freight houses for several years, 
smothered under crates of merchandise moun- 


tains high. Meat was scarce and.at times uns 


procurable. It was not in jest that coal was 
referred to as worth its weight in gold. Those 
who had it guarded it as if it were jewelry or 
bonds, and it was no longer safe to hoard it 


‘ 


in cellars. 

Every citizen who possessed fuel, food- 
stuffs, or private property of value was forced 
to employ watchmen or guards to protect it, 
for burglary was the commonest of everyday 
occurrences, and the police force was utterly 
incapable of preventing crime. Ten thousand 
men may have been adequate in former days 
to a population of 4,000,000, but 20,000 were 
practically helpless with 8,000,000. They 
were totally unable to cope with the traffic, 
or to enforce any sort of order in the streets. 
Every window was heavily barred up to the 
third story. 

Those who still kept motor cars, and 
wished to go to a place of amusement, parked 
them along the side streets and walked to 
the theaters, where one was admitted only 
on paying in gold and in the order of arrival. 
Tickets, in view of the prevalence of counter- 
feitigg, were valueless. 

Art flourished, to be sure, because art was 
the only unregulated industry. You can't 
make a man sing or act without paying him! 
But going to the theater had become a haz- 
ardous adventure. After the first winter, no- 
body even tried to go to-the municipal opera, 
the municipal theater, or the municipal sym- 
phony concerts, fine as they were, on account 
of ‘the danger of getting there. On the open- 
ing night, when Caruso sang at the premiere 
of Walter Damrosch’s ‘new opera, “ Kahlil,” 
thirteen women were trampled to death, two 
men were stabbed, and there were forty-three 
felonious assaults and robberies. 

It was like mediéval times. People did not 
go anywhere alone, on account of the preva- 
lence of thieves and highwa who often 
wore evening dress. Hosts i guests 
went in parties, the men armed and preceded 
and followed by husky guards. Dead bodies, 
lying, where they had fallen upon the streets, 
were no uncommon sight. No woman could 
venture forth alone in safety. Young girls 
who laughed at precaution disappeared and 
were never thereafter heard ut A prominent 


banker, escorting his 20 year old daughter to 
the theater, was attacked on Broadway, his 
neck hbroken, and the young woman carried 
bodily off. Street fighting went on all the 
time, and no one dared interfere. Killirfés 
growing out of quarrels occurred constantly, 
and murder under the guise of self-defense 
was an ordinary matter. 


Of course, Iam giving the more sensational 
side of the picture. Life went on side by side 
with all this, and in spite of it, just as it did 
600 years ago in Rome, Paris, and London, 
where somewhat similar conditions obtained. 
You can get used to anything, just as a 
soldier in the trenches learns to live under 
fire and think nothfng of it. And this had 
taken a long time in coming. Really, the vio- 
lence was the least obnoxious part of it. 


The deadly thing was the lack of sanitation 
and the impossibility of securing proper medi- 
cal attendance. A doctor could not, under 
normal conditions, answer a call upon the 
same day. Often it was two or three before 
he arrived, when, to be sure, there was usual- 
ly no longer any need for him. 

There was also a peculiar aspect of the 
medical situation that presented an added 
difficulty. After the great strike of the doc- 
tors and lawyers in 1929, which caused such 
an enormous amount of suffering and dis- 
order, both doctors and lawyers were made 
public officers, and thus deprived of the power 
of collective bargaining, Instead, the board 


_ 


of estimate and apportionment undertook to . 


prepare a schedule of hours and rates, which 
was duly passed by the b =? aldermen 


and approved by the mayor. 


A doctor had to come when he was gent 
for, or he was guilty of a felony and pun- 
ishable\by imprisonment, and he could only 
charge # specified sum; but you had to wait. 
your turn. He could dawdle all he wanted 
to. Ina word, he could employ the “ ca’ 
canny ” system, the “strike on the job,” or 
any other method he chose, and you were 
helpless. You can’t drive an unwilling horse 
to water. The doctors did exactly as they 
pleased. 

A man with a sick child would go to the 
doctor’s office carrying a bag of gold and beg 
him to come at once. gIf the bag was large 
enough, the doctor might go. Otherwise, he 
fulfilled a call at One Hundred and Nine- 
teenth street at the legal rate of $7.50. Rich 
people, in fact, carried their family physi- 
cians, undef fictitious names, upon their pay 
rolis, at enormous salaries, thus assuring 
themselves of their service. People died by 
thousands for lack of medical care. And 
after they had died they went unburied for 
lack of transportation and anybody to bury 

The administration of the law had become 
a farce so far as the trial or disposition of 
cases was concerned. The court ‘calendars 
were years behind. A suit would be reached 
in about five years after it had been begun. 
But when it finally came up in court there 
could be no certainty about when it wouid 
be actually disposed of, since there was no 


xnowing if witnesses, jurymen, and lawyers 
would be on hand. 

A case might go on finely for a week, and 
then, owing to some dislocation in the trans- 
portation service, a juryman would fail to 
appear, and the whole proceeding end in 
nothing. Even the excellent system of hav- 
ing substitute jurors did not remedy the dif- 
ficulty. It was made a court rule that no 
adjournment for such reasons could be taken 
for more than three days, and while trials 
were im progress it became customary for 


everybody to remain on hand, sleeping in 


their offices or improvising accommodations } 


as best they could. But the pressure of busi- 
ness had become so great that even after the 
case had at last bee® tried it took the judge 
several months bef#re he could sign the 
necessary papers, ang in an equity matter he 
generally did not hand down his opinion for 
a year or so. 


The result of all this was, paradoxically 
enough, rather a beneficial one. People did 
not go to law. They either smashed each 
other’s. heads or left the settlement of the 
dispute to’ an arbitrator. The Tombs was 
always crowded, and prisoners charged with 
crime had to be quartered as private citizens 
when no other lodgings were available; and 
the criminal] trial calendars were so congest- 
ed that only prison cases were tried, and ifa 
man could-only manage to get bail he might 
reasonably look forward to half a lifetime of 
delay before he would be brought to the bar 
of justice. In a word, the whole system of 
the administration of criminal law broke 
down, and there would have been almost com- 
plete immunity for crime had the private 
citizen-not taken the law into his own hands. 


Every house owner, although it was 
against the law, had a machine gtn to pro- 
tect his property against looters. It sounds 
incredible, yet actually the situation tended 
to adjust itself. It was probably no worse 
than any western mining camp during the 
days of the gold rush. Frankly, it was by 
no means the chief element of discontent. 
The fact that citizens had to do their own 
police work, defend their property, and pun- 
ish evildoers themselves, instead of haying it 
done for them, was vastiy less distressing 
than the inability to procure food and fuel, 
That was serious. One can manage to pro- 
tect oneself from the wiid oeasts in a jungle, 
but one cannot keep from starving there if 
there be no food. 

I realize that I am still a long way from 
Tarnow, but, as I said, Tarnow, Margaret, 
and Paul Christopher were, after all, only 
incidents. The vital drama lay in the whole 
general situation. The story of those three 
was just an ironic touch that does not par- 
ticularly adorn the tale, even though it may 
help point a moral. It was merely what gave 
the laugh to Tarnow’s dream. So, before I 
speak of Tarnow and of Margaret, let me go 
on with my account of the conditidns for 
which he was so largely responsible and of 
which he was so nearly the victim. 

I clear about the seemingly preposter- 
ous fact that we had reverted to medieval 
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conditions without appreciating it? I ea 
pose revolutions are always like that. They 
go “spotty,” like a litmus paper changing 
color or a powder subjected to sulphuric acid, 
The trick is over and done in one place be- 
fore it begins in another. And because it is 
done already in one place the next goes more 
easily. Certainly we were actually ™ the 
throes of a revolution, only we did not know 
it; and, as it turned out, had we in fact known 
it, we would not have realized against what 
we were in revolt. ~That is the crux of the 
story—the “twist,” as the dramatists say, 
that makes it worth recording again after all 
these years. For, while what happened on 
May 1, 1929, is perfectly well known, I do 
not think that anybody has ever pointed out 
the gg of it. 

The failure of delegated authority and the 
reassumption of individual means of self- 
protection, recaption of property, and the 
settlement of personal difficulties led natur- 
ally to a banding together of those who had 
interests In common or who held similar po- 
litical opinions. The prevalence of spites and 
informers—agents provocateurs, as they used 
to be called—led people to distrust all those 
whom they did not know well and whose 
loyalty had not been tested by experience, 

A poor man simply had to have a patron 
to get anything. No city official wou!ld move 
without a bribe. Every sort of vice flour- 
ished openly, for it was, in fact, protected 
(not prosecuted) by the authorities. Private 
stills would have*made drunkenness more 
usual than it was had it not been for the 
scarcity of corn, potatoes, or the other sime- 
ple ingredients essei.tial to the distillation 
of alcohol. Life was a nightmare of laissez 
faire, since those who had enough money or 
pull could do whatever they wanted and the 
rest had to suffer privation, cold, sickness, 
and misery without amelioration, 

It is doubtful if there had ever been s0 
much suffering among the great body 
people before or since, even in Russiesettl 
was dus almost entirely to the terrible con- 
fusion, unc rtainty as to what was going to 
happen, and the physical crowding of the 
city. Y have hinted.at this before; to doscribe 
it would be impossible. The best evidence 
of the point which this had reached is to be 
found in the famous “ Three Day Shift Ordi- 
nance of 1927.” Yet at the time of which I 
write this extraordinary development of 
metropolitan existence had come to be taken 
as a matter of course. Over three years be- 
fore the congestion of the subways had be- 
come so great and attended with such a loss 
of life that tickets were sold for individual 
geats—as on a Pullman train—and those who 
could not afford them were obliged to stand 
fn line for hours to get either down or up 
town. 

It was found impossible to keep the old 
business hours or get more than four hours’ 
consecutive work done by employés. Under 
the new system a man went to his job only 
once a week—on Monday or Thursday morne 
ing—and when Ygnd if) he got there stayed 
there seventy-two*hours—sleeping on a cot, 
pallet, or couch in the office or factory— 
and giving over his place to another three 
days later. ae 

Owing to the disorganization of business 
and the closing down of the factories, due to 
confiscatory taxation, a multitude of persons 
were thrown out of employment, and these 
would certainly have starved had it not been 
for the: free distribution of food. It may 
have been silly economics to imagine that a 
workman who had been earning good wages 
vas better off doing nothing except to get 
mui line for his dinner at the municipal res- 
taurant, and it may never have occurred to 
any of them that this could only go on so - 
long‘xs farms, factories, and workshops cone¢- 
tinued to produce, since otherwise there 
would be nothing to distribute. The mockery. 
of the situation lay in the fact that while 
the ‘municipality did have money—teme 
sporarily—in the treasury with which it might 
have distributed food to the unemployed, it 


could not, owing to traffic conditions, get the 


food into the city. 


I used to-argue with Tarnow about thie. 

“Look here,” I would say, “suppose you 
tax a factory that hag been paying one hun- 
d:2ed men ten dollars wages a day ap that 
it has to close, those men are losing a thoue 
sand dollars every day, aren't they? Well, 
how are they going to live?” 

“The state will support them,” Tarnow, 
would reply. 

“Where is it going to get the money?” ‘ 

“ By taxing that same factory—twenty-five

Now, the joke of it all was that Tarnow 
did not perceive that he practically had @ 
soviet government already*almost equally 
successful in its unsuccess with that in Mose 
cow or Petrograd.

The great outstanding * feature of life in 
Moscow or Petrograd was that it was a rote 
ten mess, getting more and more rotteg 
every day. Calling yourself one thing rathéep 
than another wouldn't put a dollar in youg 
pocket or a bit of dinner in your belly. Life, 
comfort, happiness depends on production, 
which is a law of nature.

and you may feed on your hump for a wh ae 
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but sometime or other’ you will starve. 
‘York was feeding on its hump. 

Had the water supply failed I do not know 
what would have happened. Luckily it did 
not, although the popularity of the reser- 
voirs for purposes of suicide led a good many 
people—probably without adequate reason— 
to boil whatever they used for table pur- 
poses. The worst curse was the lack of coal. 
This was intensified by the condition of the 
windows throughout the city, most of which 
—in the dwelling districts—had been 
emashed. It was useless to repair them, 
only to have some idiot immediately break 
them again, and hence al] the houses were 
full of cold air. They could not have been 
heated even if there had been coal. People 
gat in their. overcoats huddled about fires 
made of twisted newspapers, rags, and broken 
furniture. I have seen my own sister break 
up without a quiver a valuable old mahog- 
any arm chair in order to have a little blaze 
te dress by in the morning. 

Beggars roamed the streets like starving 
cats, searching the gutters for scraps of food. 

And side by side with all this suffering 
there existed a barbarous Juxury. People who 
under different conditions would have saved 
their money gave themselves over to unre- 
strained extravagance, for as the state 
grabbed everything when a man died there 
was no object in accumulating it even for 
charity. Therefore, anybody who had money 
spent it. It was the old frenzy of “ eat, drink, 
and be merry, for tomorrow we die!” The 
restaurants were full of wasters throwing 
their money right and left for whatever 
could be had. The only thing that was plen- 
tiful was wine. The hoarding had been so 
universal in 1919 that so far as alcohol was 
concerned there seemed to be no end to 
the supply of drink. Many a man has sat 
by an empty grate on a freezing night warm- 
ing himself with a bottle of Krug. And 
- there was a frenzy for dancing that sur- 
passed the antebellum craze of 1913. Even 
Tarnow danced, if you can imagine it! 

The most sinister thing about Tarnow, any- 
how, had always been, to me, his youth. One 
usually pictures an extreme radical—a “red” 
—as an undersized, black, hairy, gaunt, low- 
ering person. Tarnow, on the contrary, was 
a pale blonde, well built and above medium 
height, sleek from good living, with a pair 
‘of slightly supercilious gray eyes looking 
through round, highly polished gold rimmed 
spectacies. And he was not over thirty! I 
suppose that was why he was so cruel. 

He had a condescending way that somehow 
flattered people; which proves better than 
anything else the tremendous impression he 
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created. They hated him and distrusted him, 
but they perceived his intelligence and sensed 
his power and could not but be complimented 


at his notice. Besides, he was well tailored, 
‘meticulougly clean, spoke with an almost 
pedagogic precision and elegance, and had 
the art of significant silence. 

No one knew what his origin was, but he 
spoke English without the shadow of an ac- 
cent. I have heard it asserted with great 
vehemence that he was a Russian Pole and 
equally that he was an Austrian Serb—he 
might have been either or both. Anyhow, 
there was something Slavic about him. But 
he could perfectly well have been Scotch- 
Irish. I once met a man who had been to 
high school with him at the College of the 
City of New York—fifteen years before—but 
I never really found out anything about his 
past other than that his real name was Tar- 
nowski, that he was brought up on the east 
side, and that his mother had red hair. 

His existence first became a matter of 
record when he spoke in favor of the pro 
posed Russian revolution at Sulzer’s Harlem 
River park on the historic evening before 
Trotaky sailed for Stockholm, taking with 
bim the hundred thousand dollars donated 
by certain Wall street bankers who were in- 
terested in the gyrations of the ruble. A 
certain Mme. Palmberg had collected it and 
Tarnow—as Tarnowski—was somehow mixed 
up with her, although she was nearly fifty. 
I always suspecte@ that both of them made 
money in rubies, for Mme. Palmberg after- 
wards filed a claim against the alien property 
custodian for three hundred thousand dollars 
and Tarnow has always had plenty of money. 
But after this prerevolutionary appearance 
be never again spoke in public. Also he be- 
came Tarnow. That was in April, 1915. 

The next thing I know about him is that 
he attended the peace conference in Paris in 
Decesnber, 1918, as an adviser to the “ bu- 
reau ” upon social and political conditions in 
eastern Flurope, and it was said that at 
various times during the war he had visited 
Russia as a confidential agent of the gov- 
ernment. He did not go into the army owing 
to some obscure and polysyllabic pathological 
disability. At this time he was in high favor 
in White House circles, and could be seen 
almost any evening at the Hotel Crillon, con- 
veying rather too much of an air of mystery 
and importance. The extraordinary thing, 
however, is that he should have been im: 
portant. But there is no doubt about it. He 
was. He knew how to capitalize everything. 
He never slipped back an inch. 

And then, when peace was signed, Tarnow 
became socially “the thing.” These were his 
three preliminary stages: One, his associa- 
tion with Trotsky in fathering the original 
Russian revolution of November, 1917; two 
his closeness to high places while the adminis- 
tration was alleged to be mildly flirting with 
radicalism; three, his astonishing social ca- 
reer in New York during the fashionable or 
parlor period of boishevism. 

It was during this last stage that I made 
his acquaintance, and became his ljegg! ad- 
viser. He had beem one of a group of Offen- 
sively clever, solemn young men who pub. 
lished a dul} monthly paper with a patron. 
izing air of infallibility. ‘! have sometimes 
thought that for all his seeming brilliance 
Tarnow was very much like the New: In. 
ternationalist—at bottom ponderously super. 


ficial without a single ray of humor. For 
ia 2 Fcmonoten kindness and ag they, ar4 


it had none. Certainly his cleverness was 


* not wisdom. 


Posing as a detached and dispassionate in- 
tellectual he was, in fact, ravaged by the 
worm of jealousy, consumed with envy, 


hatred, malice, and uncharitableness (a fire 


eating partisan of revolution) Under the 
gold rims of his cold, polished lenses, beneath 
his superior aloofness, and all his talk about 
simplicity, frugality, “ hunger,” his condem- 
nation of everything that was luxurious and 
effete, he was really a voluptuary. It was 
the garishness of life that attracted him. He 
loved everything sumptuous. He craved rich 
food in order that he could make the gesture 
of refusal, smart friends that he could con- 
descend to them. But this did not prevent 
his eventually eating the entire menu or 
spending every week end on Long island. 
He really had all the love of magnificence of 
an oriental. He enjoyed emotional music, 
liked highly spiced dishes and riotous colors, 
and was a chaser of women. 

He believed that he could profit by 
Trotzky’s example and avoid his mistakes. 
So he had gone deliberately to work to bring 
about the social cataclysm which has always 
been the dream of the syndicalist in the ex- 
pectation that he could, like his old associate, 
out of the disorder snatch the reins of gov- 
ernment. He was adroit, influential, well in- 
formed, with a wide acquaintance of all sorts 
and—he had Lenin and Trotzky behind him. 


In payment for the hundred thousand dol- 
lars Mme. Palmberg had collected in 1915 
they now sent him millions. It was a “ glit- 
tering” game. And “ glitter” was a favorite 
word of his. Gold torn alike from peasant 
and from prince poured secretly into New 
York to Tarnow’s order. But events proved 
that he was, as I have said, essentially stupid 
—an egotistical poseur, a victim of the auto- 
intoxication of vanity. 


I doubt if it had not been for his love 
affair with Margaret Hamilton whether he 
would ever again have advocated violence or 
risked his hide by trying to play Robespierre. 
He would probably have remained content, 
after his Paris vacation among prim min- 
isters and generalissimos, to returnfto the 
boudoirs of his Fifth avenue and Long island 
admirérs, a clever young intellectual, com- 
peting cigaret in hand with Patience Worth 
as a drawing room attraction. 


But at Paris he met Margaret, whose 
father had gone there to help reorganize the 
finances of a ruined world. Had he been suc- 
cessful in marrying her he would have dis- 
appeared as a revolutionary and very likely 
turned up as a conservative diplomat at the 
court of St. James. 


There is no denying that he interested 
her, not so much the man as the agility and 
versatility of his intelligence. And he was 
not backward in following it up. Margaret’s 
father had no time to learn what she was 
doing and she saw Tarnow constantly. 
Being a straight ahead sort of girl they 
were calling each other by their first names 
in no time. His talk fascinated her. She 
did not know enough to question his prem- 
ises and his conclusions seemed uwnassail- 
able. At his suggestion she read “ Fields, 
Factories, and Workshops, “‘The Commu- 
nist Manifesto,” and waded through a volume 
of “Das Kapital.” 

He crossed with the Hamiltons on the 
same steamer coming home, and met her 
father for the first time, under circumstances 


which were bound to have a definite effect - 


upon the prosecution of his suit. Jack Ham- 
ilton saw the situation at a glance. He 
didn’t know a thing about this serene, polite, 
perfectly poised young man with the gold 
eyeglasses and meticulous adjectives, but he 
perceived that he was shallow, self-impor- 
tant, and slightly cheap. He himself, as 
everybody knows, was a man of profound 
knowledge and intellectual power, whose na- 
tive kindliness and courtesy had been in- 
tensified and polished by acquaintanceship 
with the foremost citizens of England, 
France, and America. 

It was the great man meeting the “ Smart 
Alec,” and the “Smart Alec” realizing it. 
In an unguarded moment Tarnow once ad- 
mitted to me that he hated Hamilton from 
the first moment that he saw him on the 
deck of the George Washington. He did 
not tell me why, but I believe that he hated 
him because he knew that no matter what 
he did he could never be like him, the reason 
that every cad hates a gentleman. 


At Margaret's request Hamilton invited 
Tarnow to sit at the same table with them 
in the dining room. Then the unequal con- 
test began. I can visualize it easily enough, 
the sound, experienced, practica] financier 
good-naturedly demolishing the solemn argu- 
ments of the superficial theorist and showing 
him up for a sententious mountebank; the 
real man of the world taking al! the gloss 
off Tarnow’s cheap drawing room patter; the 
great hearted American forcing faint protes- 
tations of loyalty from one for whom loyalty 
was a meaningless expression. 

Before the Washfmgton sighted Sandy 
Hook Margaret Hamilton was wondering 
what she had ever seen in either Tarnow 
or his talk. Tarnow, on the other hand, had 
no idea of what had been going on. He had 
capered in his most approved fashion for 
his future father-in-law and was entirely 
pleased with himself. His egotism did not 
admit the possibility that either the banker 
or his daughter would regard him as an un- 
desirable member of the Hamilton family.

With confidence he proposed t6 her their 
last evening on board, and, with the gentlest 
consideration, was refused. She did not know 
what Tarnow really was, but she realized 
that he wag something so different from the 
kind of a man her father was that she did 
not want to marry him. Tarnow knew it 
also, but that she should know it was too 
much for him to bear. That was what 
turned his soul to gall; that, in the final anal- 
ysis, was what made him a “Red.” Hith- 
erto intellectually a “Red,” now he became 
a “Red” by temperament. 

From that day he devoted himself to the 
task of trying to annihilate a social order 
in which he could be disregarded. He would 
bring these proud aristocrats to’him crawling 
on their knees. He would pauperize and, 
if necessary, destroy them. And he would 
have Margaret Hamilton for a wife, or, if 
not, for a mistress. What difference did 
it make what had happened in Russia? He 
believed himself cleverer than either Trotsky 
or Lenin. In the present state of things 
he would—for some subtle reason—always 
remain an outsider. Well, he proposed to 
be an insider. Some day Jack Hamilton 
would come and beg him for the love of 
God to marry his daughter. When that 
time came he would consider the matter. 

So Tarnow set about making everybody 
dissatisfied, and, availing himself of the con- 
nections he had made when on his tour of 
investigation for the government, entered 
into negotiations with his old associate Trot- 
sky and became the actual representative 
in America of the forces seeking to induce 
chaos throughout the world. Only, as I have 
said, Tarnow's scheme was a very simple 
one—merely to get people so disgusted that 
they would welcome any sort of change 
and so almost automatically accept the pan- 
acea of government which he would offer 
them with himself at the head of it. 


That was why Paul Christopher seemed 
to be playing so nicely into Tarnow’s hands. 
Nobody knew who he was or from whence 
he had come, only that he was preaching 
the gospel of discontent with the most pro- 
found effect, due less to his oratorical gifts 
than his extraordinary personal magnetism 
and charm. People were pretty sick of the 
ordinary harangue on social revolution. 
What they wanted was flour, coal, sugar, 
and shoes, not words, words, words. There 
was great danger that the very conditions 
which Tarnow had precipitated would de- 
feat his own propaganda, that the—“ prole-. 
tariat” would conclude that they were in a 
sufficiently bad mess already without mak- 
ing it any worse. 


But Paul Christopher’s appearance gave 
a new fillip to it. If he hadn't’ been a zealot 
burning with a religious fervor Tarnow 
would have sent him a check, but under the 
circumstances he couldn’t. The man was 
doing it for love, accomplishing more by 
the curious force of his strange personality 
than all of Tarnow’s hired agitators put 
together. And all Tarnow had to do was to 
sit back and let him go on preaching his 
doctrine of revolt. 


At first he had simply talked on street cor. 
ners or from the pedestal of some statue 
in Union square, but before long the inter- 
est which he excited grew to such an extent 
that he was invited to speak from various 
church pulpits. Soon his vogue became so 
enormous that he held daily meetings in 
Madison Square garden. Moody and Sanky, 
Dowie, Billy Sunday were nothing to him. 
There was a personal spiritual appeal about 
the man like that of John the Baptist. And 
he proclaimed a similar doctrine. The king- 
dom of heaven was at hand! The people 
must repent in order that it might come 
and in order to be ready for it! Present 
conditions were intolerable and they must 
change them. 

He offered no solution of the oy He 
had no formula—no new ideas to sell. He 
pictured no Utopia to ensue upon the adop- 
tion of some new political or social rear- 
rangement. His was a voice crying in a wil- 
derness, which had once been the garden of 
the Lord. God had made the world good, 
He contrasted things 
as they were with what they had been in 
the past. They were living, he asserted, 
under a tyranny worse than that of the 
Pharaohs—trying to make bricks without 
straw. They must create a new order of 
things. He did not say what. He was con- 
tent to preach revolt against life as it was. 


But while that was exactly what all the 
other agitators were doing, Pau! Christo- 
pher made his hearers realize vividly just 
how bad everything really was, how far de- 
moralization had gone, and roused them to 
a frenzy of pity for themselves, wrath and 
indignation. His name was everywhere. His 
words were repeated reverently from mouth 
to mouth. People walked miles on the bare 
chance of standing outside some building in 
which he might be speaking, and dozens 
were daily crushed to death in the press 
that thronged about him. 


By the Lord, it was miserable enough! 
And daily it grew worse. Had it not been 
for the mildness of the winter that year 
and the premature spring, half the popula 
tion would have frozen to death. As it wag 
they nearly starved, and the unseasonable- 
ness of the winter induced a plague of infiu- 
enza that took the first born of nearly every 
family. Then came the sensational collapse 


of the superroads structure of Fifth avenue 
carrying down with it 4,000 motors and 10,- 
000 human beings, and the great riot as the 
people tried to extricate their dead. Almost 
as many lost their lives in the blind effort 
to rescue. others as had perished in the de- 
struction of the viaduct, which in its fall 
dragged dgwn with it the two skyscrapers 
on the corner ef Forty-second street. 

That was the first time that Pauli Chris- 
topher’s miraculous power was demonstrat- 
ed. ‘Leaving Madison Square garden, where 
he was speaking, he walked quietly to the 
scene of the disaster and bade the frienzied 
crowds fall back down the side streets. Grad: 
ually he brought order out of chaos. It 
was like bidding the waves of the sea to be 
still and having them obey. 


But Paul Christopher could not bring man- 
na from heaven or turn stones into bread. 
The great tunnels beneath the East river 
and the Hudson, through which for years 
New York had been fed, had been allowed 
to. go unrepaired, and now one after the 
other they cracked and filled with water. 
The municipal restaurants could no longer 
furnish even soup to the starving population. 
Bands of robbers swarmed through the 
streets looting warehouses and searching 
private houses for concealed supplies. The 
lighting system failed for lack of fuel, and 
darkness added to the horror. Pitched bat- 
tles went on between the hired mercenaries 
of the rich and the gangs’of freebooters who 
attacked their mansiong, .while every man 
defended himself and his family as best he 
could from the constant guerilla warfare 
of the bandits and ghouls who worked singly 
or in pairs. A huge fire broke out among 
the tenement houses in Central‘ypark and 
burned down all those west of the reservoir. 
A fetid stench—one could almost see it— 
hung over the city. 


And yet Tarnow did not make his final 
move. Sitting in his luxurious apartment 
in the tower of the Plaza bulding, in tele- 
phonic communication with his lieutenants 
in the different parts of the city and in the 
various government departments, he told 
me over his cigar that.he was waiting until 
a voluntary, simultaneous uprising should 
occur. Then, and not until then, would his 
searchlights sweep up and down the streets, 
the cannons boom, and his aviators hover 
overhead scattering a million copies of “ The 
Scarlet Eagle” announcing that the people 
had come into theif own and that a new 
government had been established, with 
George Tarnow as commissar, 

“Have patience!” he laughed, leaning 
across his window saill and fezing down 
through the soft May dusk upon the welter- 
ing city. “ Have a little patience, my dear 
fellow! One must select the precise psycho- 
logical moment—not an instant before or 
after! Perhaps it will be tomorrow morning, 
perhaps tomorrow afternoon. I am ready. 
But the people—and only the people—must 
choose the time.” 

He flecked off his cigar ash and it floated 
down zigzagging earthwards. 

“That is all you care for the people!” I 
remarked. ° 

And Tarnow laughed. 

When I returned home that night aécom- 
panied by my two guards I found that my 
sister and her husband had had nothing for 
supper but a handful of corn meal and water, 
which they had boiled in a tin over a lighted 
newspaper. My brother-in-law, had not left 
the house for five days. I told them that 
they would not have to wait much longer, 
that there would be a new government in 
a day or two. But neither of them quemed 
at all interested. 

“It seems to me that we had had all the 
revolution we want a‘ready,” he growled. 
“Have you got anything to eat with you?” 

I offered him a cigar Tarnow had given 
me and a can of sardines to which I had 
helped myself as I went out. When they 
had eaten the last of them my sister said: 

“Paul Christopher is to speak’ in Van 
Courtlandt park tomorrow. They have in- 
stalled acouphones so that everybody can 
hear him. Will you go with us?” 

“Why should I walk five miles to hear a 
crazy agitator?” I inquired roughly. The 
idea seemed silly. 

“I do not know,” she answered in rather 
a queer way. “But John and I are going. 


They say he is wonderful. Everybody is 
going. The whole city is going.” 


“ Nonsense,” I retorted. “I don’t want to 
hear him. I've heard enough agitators. I’m 
sick of all of them.” 

Just then a pistol shot in my front hall 
called me downstairs. My guard had shét 
and killed a shabbily dressed man who had 
tried to sneak in without stating his busi- 
ness. . 

I awoke in the night in response to some 
subtle atmospheric change or inaudible noise. 
It was almost as if some one had called my 
name, Had some one called? <A _ convic 
tion possessed me that I must go some- 
where. But I could recall no duty which re. 
quired my presence. Some strange’ influence 
was drawing me with invisible neurotic 
wires. The sound of my heart wag like the 
beating of a rug. 

As I lay there listening breathlessly, I 
was conscious al) about me of an impalpable 
—an almost imperceptible rustle, which was 
neither the sound of footsteps nor of voices, 
but rather a faint but steady murmur that 
might have been either or — I turned 
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over and tried to sleep, but could teak My 
legs were twitching. 

Bread awake, I arose from my bed, and in 

obedience to the invisible call, put on my 
clothes and descended to the street. The 
coming day was just paling the stars. Over 
by the avenue I could just see something 
like a dark shadow flowing silently along. 
Outdoors the mysterious pull was even 
harder to withstand than within. Almost 
automatically my feet turned westward. 
Other, feet were doing the same. Lights 
showed in the windows and here and there 
doors banged as sieep drugged men and 
women staggered out Into the dawn. The 
sound of footsteps caught my ear like the 
chirping of thousands of birds. 
' Suddenly the darkness chariged to light, 
and I saw that the quietly flowing shadow 
was a solid procession of people moving up 
the avenue. They plodded on in silence, old 
and young, men and women, for the most 
part with eyes upon the ground—all, how- 
ever, apparently moved by the game im- 
pulse. And as there seemed no end to the 
procession, I fell in like a file marker and 
walked with them, much as an iron filing is 
drawn along by a magnet.

A figure appeared upon the rostrum. I 
say merely that a figure appeared, because 
I have never been able to convey the .m- 
pression made upon me by Paul Christopher. 
He was, if I remember correctly, a smallish 
man, smooth shaven, with large, luminous 
eyes, and rather pale. But it was not his 
appearance that produced the effect; it Was 
the fire that efhanated from him. As well 
describe an incandescent electric light by 
saying that it is a ground glass bulb. For 
Paul Christopher was a white hot flame, a 
voice in which rang all the sorrow and all 
the hope of the ages, rather than a man. I 
do not know what he was. Perhaps he 
was the Spirit of Truth, perhaps he was 
the Pied Piper, perhaps he was Moses or 
John the Baptist come again, or something 
more. Anyhow he got and held me. His 
eyes and his voice caressed and enfolded 
me. I would have followed him through the 
Valley of the Shadow of Death. Was it a 
psychological intoxication, a delirium, a 
hypnosis? I do not know. 

All that I am sure of is that there ema- 
nated from him some sort of magnetic force 
that was different from anything I had ever 
felt before. I do not say that it was super- 
natural, but it was something that was )e 
yond my own experience, and so far as I 
know of the modern world. He was like a 
prophet, whatever a prophet may have. been, 
and he spoke in the language of the proph- 
ets. He began simply—and the acouphones 
repeated his words for miles with exag’ 
gerated distinctness—with a recital of the 
woes of his hearers.
